MEDIA COVER-UP 

Richard Meeker’s fine piece on the 
media’s reluctance to publish embar- 
rassing stories about the Bush admin- 
istration [“Bush-whacked,” 10/28/92] 
admiringly cites a not-so-fine piece in 
the Village Voice by Robert Hennelly 
that appeared last August. While I 
agree with much of Hennelly’s 
reporting on the disinformation cam- 
paign surrounding the Gulf War, I 
was disappointed by his sloppiness in 
one key area with which I’m very 
familiar 

Hennelly’s error concerns Hill & 
Knowlton and the fake baby-incuba- 
tor atrocity, which was replayed 
again and again by the White House 
in its skillful campaign to build sup- 
port for the Gulf War. In January 
1992, following my exposure in the 
New York Times of Nayirah (the 
most sensational witness in the incu- 
bator scam) as the daughter of the 
Kuwaiti ambassador to the U.S., the 
Kuwaitis hired a private investigation 
firm, Kroll Associates, to try to pro- 
duce some genuine witnesses to the 
atrocity and thus save face for the 
royal family. 

But to the evident dismay of the 
Kuwaitis, the Kroll findings contra- 
dicted Nayirah’s written testimony to 
the congressional Human Rights Cau- 
cus on several points, most important- 
ly her assertion that she saw 15 babies 
pulled from incubators (Kroll said she 
didn’t see any babies pulled from 
incubators). As a result, the Kuwaitis 
chose not to release the Kroll report in 
April when it was completed. But, in 
June, when copies leaked out to 
reporters, including me, the Kuwaitis 
and Hill & Knowlton tried to make 
the best of a bad result and began 
telling the press that Kroll had uncov- 
ered proof of seven incubator deaths. 

Disturbingly gullible journalists 
like NPR’s Daniel Schorr and Hen- 
nelly accepted the Hill & Knowlton 
line, and Hennelly reported the seven 
incubator deaths as fact without 
checking with me or with Aziz Abu- 
Hamad of Middle East Watch, who is 
the acknowledged expert on the 
baby-incubator fraud. 

For the record, there is no real evi- 
dence that Iraqi soldiers pulled any 
babies from incubators anywhere in 
Kuwait during the occupation. More- 
over, a close reading of the Kuwaiti- 
commissioned Kroll report confirms 
rather than contradicts this conclu- 
sion. What Hennelly and Schorr have 
done is to help Hill & Knowlton tum. 
what was almost certainly a fabricat- 
ed atrocity into an exaggerated atroci- 
ty. This is a terribly significant differ- 
ence in public-relations tenms as well 
as a serious distortion of the historical 
record.

PLAYING DEMOCRACY 
Democracy is a hard system to imple- 
ment — particularly when our leaders 
don’t believe in it. 

Take state Sen. Quentin Kopp. He 
has consistently frustrated the vote of 


the people when it comes to building 
a regional rail system. He opposed 
“saving CalTrain” by purchasing it 
from Souther Pacific RR (SP). He 
lost this debate once at the polls by 
failing to block voter OK of Proposi- 
tion 116 that won by 70 percent in 
press releases and held news confer- 
ences claiming we were paying too 
much for the CalTrain tracks — but 
he never said a word about how he 
OK’d the state spending even more 
money per mile to buy SP tracks in 
Southern Califomia. 

Now Kopp is asking the citizens of 
San Francisco to OK an initiative that 
imposes a $6 round-trip airport tax — 
to be imposed on every user of SFO 
airport — to pay for the $400 million 
BART extension into it. Hidden in his 
ballot initiative is wording that blocks 
construction of a $20 million Cal- 
Train/SFO airport station and its 
light-rail/people-mover connection to 
the terminal. A basic democratic prin- 
ciple is that people who pay taxes 
should approve them — and that local 
residents should have some say in the 
transit that serves their community. 
Kopp obviously does not believe this. 

Kopp can probably sell this tax to 
San Franciscans, as someone else will 
pay and they will get the benefits of 
BART into SFO. Because San Fran- 
ciscans won’t be footing the bill, no 
one will probably ask how many 
additional riders [there will be] and 
how much time riders will save if we 
spend $400 million to BART inside 
the terminal. And because only San 
Francisco residents will vote, no one 
will care that his ballot initiative 
blocks construction of a CalTrain/air- 
port station — an improvement that 
can be built seven years sooner — for 
95 percent less money. 

BART into SFO may bea great 
idea from a San Francisco standpoint. 
But BART intemal vs. external and 
its cost is another debate — the issue 
is who gets to decide and who gets to 


ry: 

The ethical and moral question the 
Bay Guardian and other groups 
should ask is whether the citizens of 
the city of San Francisco should

Planning board 
at center of 


housing fight 


IGHBORHOOD activists in 
San Francisco are bracing 
for a fight with area 
home-builders over a 
“residential conservation control” 
(RCO) ordinance being considered 
by the city Planning Commission. 

At issue: whether preserving the 
character of San Francisco’s neigh- 
borhoods is incompatible with build- 
ing multi-unit housing. 

On one side are Edith McMillan, 
John Bardis, and other neighborhood 
leaders from the Sunset and Rich- 
mond districts who claim that older 
single-family homes are being need- 
lessly torn down and replaced with 
larger upscale homes or multi-mit 

On the other side is Joe O’Dono- 
ghue and his Residential Builders 
Association, a group of contractors 
and developers. 

Neither side is giving high marks 
to the proposed ordinance, due to 
come before the Planning Commis- 
sion Jan. 7. 

McMillan and Bardis believe the 
ordinance will allow developers to 
create monstrous homes where 
once-cozy cottages stood. O’Dono- 
ghue believes it unnecessarily 
restricts builders, who, he claims, are 
trying to provide more affordable 
housing in the city. 

“Sometimes I begin to think these 
so-called preservationists are abus- 
ing the democratic process when 
they should be seeing a shrink, 
because they have a tendency toward 
necrophilia,” O’ Donoghue said. 
“Preserving what? Garbage!” 

While McMillan and Bardis con- 
tend that sound housing is being 
razed, O’Donoghue said most of the 
houses are 60 years old or more and 
don’t meet current seismic safety 
standards. 

He admitted some of the newer 
structures are unattractive, but said 
that problem could be solved 
through design review, rather than 
the RCC ordinance. 

Bardis and McMillan claim that 
small houses in the $250,000 range 
are often by fout-bedroom hulks 
going for $500,000. But they are also 
concemed that single-family homes 
are being replaced by multi-unit 
buildings. McMillan calls condos 
“glorified rentals.” O’Donoghue 
says he can build them to sell for less 
than $200,000, providing opportuni- 
ties for first-time buyers. 

A subsidiary issue is “discre- 
tionary review” of remodeling pro- 
jects, through which neighbors can . 
try to stop one another from adding 
bedroom wings or view-blocking 
top floors. McMillan and Bardis 
expect the Planning Commission to 
deem discretionary reviews unnec- 


houses to the size of the largest 
house on the block. 

But O’Donoghue complains that 
the same ordinance would allot too 
much space to backyards, because 
33 percent of any single-family 
home lot must be left as yard space, 
up from 25

of politicians 


COALITION of fair-election 

advocates is trying to shut 

off a cash pipeline that 

ually pumps hundreds 

of thousands of dollars into the 
offices of Mayor Frank Jordan and 
members of the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors. 

Jordan alone received more than 
$160,000 in the first half of 1992 
from a “friends” fund-raising 
account that held sizable donations 
from downtown corporations and 
favor-seekers, coalition members 
said. 

The coalition, calling itself the 
Ethics and Compliance Project, last 
week filed 14,000 signatures on an 
initiative petition that, if approved by 
city voters in November, would pro- 
hibit the use of friends accounts as a 
way of circumventing San Francis- 
co’s campaign-contribution laws. 

The initiative is a part of a move- 
ment to eliminate the dominance of 
downtown business interests on the 
city’s electoral process. Banning 
friends accounts could eliminate 
more than $1 million from the politi- 
cal process, according to coalition 
member TJ. Anthony. 

“What we’re trying to do is make 
the political process more competi- 
tive and more open,” Anthony said. 
“How can a citizen activist compete 
with candidates who have the benefit 


of incumbency, campaign accounts, 


and friends accounts?” 

The initiative is backed by a 
broad-based group that comprises 
representatives from the Sierra Club, 
National Organization for Women, 
and the Green Party. 

Tim Napier, the coalition’s trea- 
surer, reviewed several friends 
accounts at City Hall and found that 
major contributors to the mayor’s 
friends account included Bank of 
America ($8,000), Pacific Gas and 
Electric ($6,750), Pacific Telesis 





($6,750), Chevron ($4,000), and 
Trinity Properties ($5,000). Jordan 
was not available for comment. 
There are currently no laws regu- 
lating the size of contributions to 
friends accounts, which many claim 
are a way for special interests to 
bypass the city’s $500 limit on cam- 


~ paign contributions. 


Friends accounts are used by 
many incumbent supervisors and 
other public officials for such 
expenses as office staff and supplies, 
travel expenses, and promotional 
fliers. During election campaigns, 
friends accounts are sometimes used 
to pay for promotional materials. 

According to City Hall insiders, 
the move to eliminate friends com- 
Mittees is accompanied by another 
strategy to reduce the city’s $500 
campaign-contribution limit to $100. 
Some see the move toward eliminat- 
ing large downtown contributions to 
local elections as a necessary precut- 
sor to the upcoming political battle to 
bring back district elections for the 
Board of Supervisors. 

“Fewer dollars available in the 
political process means grass-roots 
candidates could effectively com- 
pete in districts,” one source said. 
“But [the initiative] is not just a route 
toward district elections, because 
there’s a lot of corrupt money out 
there.” 

On the Board of Supervisors, 
members Carole Migden and Bill 
Maher profited most from friends 
commnittees. 

Numerous trade associations, 
businesses, attorneys, and individu- 
als contributed to the $56,281 in 
Migden’s friends account in the first 
half of 1992. Contributions to 
Maher’s friends account totaled 
$43,555 in the same period, includ- 
ing $500 contributions from Via- 
com, Hyatt, PG&E, Pacific Telesis, 
and Chevron. 

“It’s legitimate for people to have 
friends accounts, given the high cost 
of being a supervisor,” said Migden 
aide Dana Van Gorder. 

Maher did not return tel 
calls from the Bay Guardian, and his 
aide, Mike Farrah, would not com- 
ment. 

Several other city supervisors 
have minimal amounts of money in 
their friends committees. Supervi- 
sors Terence Hallinan and Barbara 
do not have friends committees.

concemed about the city budget 
who want to heed this wisdom 
should mark their calendars for the 
second week of January, when the 
subcommittees of Supervisor Car- 
ole Migden’s Task Force to 
Resolve the Fiscal Crisis resume 
their work. 

The civil service subcommittee, 
deeply divided over whether San 
Francisco city employees are over- 
or underpaid as a result of city- 
charter formulas, will next meet 
from noon to 2 p.m. on Jan. 12. 
From 4 to 6 p.m. the same day, 
Supervisor Kevin Shelley will con- 
vene the first meeting of the sub- 
committee that will try to reform 
the city’s cumbersome budget pro- 
cess. On Jan. 14, the government 
reorganization subcommittee will 
meet from noon to 2 p.m., and the 
“revenue enhancement” subcom- 
mittee will meet from 4 to 6 p.m. 
All meetings will take place in 
Room 402, 1155 Market. 

Chief Administrative Officer 
Rudy Nothenberg has urged the 
reorganization committee to come 
up with a ballot measure that would 
put either him or the mayor in con- 
trol of the city. The current 60- 
year-old city charter creates a rela- 
tively weak mayor, Board of 
Supervisors, and CAO, on the 
premise that lack of power would 
end cronyism, patronage, and 
nepotism. So far, the committee is 
tefusing to touch the issue and is 
concentrating instead on such ques- 
tions as whether the city Public 
Utilities Commission ought to be 
dissolved. 

The revenue enhancement sub- 
committee is discussing a variety of 
tax and fee proposals designed to 
raise money for the city, which is 
facing a $200 million spending 
deficit for the fiscal year that 
begins July 1.

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INS rules to 
test Clinton 
China policy 


PROTECTION for the 
rights of Chinese stu- 
dents come at the 
expense of other 

would-be immigrants to the United 
States? That’s one of the issues that 
will be decided in a set of rules the 
United States Immigration and Nat- 
uralization Service (INS) will issue 
soon after President-elect Bill Clin- 
ton takes office. 

Ina Dec. 11 article in the San 
Francisco-based newspaper Asian- 
Week, L.A. immigration rights 
lawyer Howard Hom argued that the 
INS mules, which will implement the 
Chinese Student Protection Act of 
1992, will be Clinton’s “first major 
test involving relations with the Chi- 
nese-American community ... and 
the mainland Chinese government.” 

The new law grants permanent 
residency status to the approximate- 
ly 80,000 Chinese nationals who 
were in the United States on tempo- 
rary — including student — visas 
between June 5, 1989 (the Tianan- 
men Square massacre) and April 11, 
1990. But Hom pointed out that 
granting permanent status to so 
many immigrants could delay immi- 
gration for other applicants. “To let 
these deserving pro-democracy stu- 
dents immigrate at the expense of 
other equally deserving immi- 
grants,” Hom wrote, “creates an 
atmosphere of ‘us against them’ ” 
that could split the Chinese Ameri- 
can community and create resent- 
ment among other immigrant 


Henry Der, executive director of 
the San Francisco-based group Chi- 
nese for Affirmative Action, agreed 
that many Chinese Americans 
would resent any plan that meant 
more delays for their relatives who 
have been waiting — some for years 
— to immigrate. Der commented 
regretfully that for many Chinese 
Americans, “pro-democracy issues 
have receded into the background.” 

Hom urged Chinese Americans 
to write to Clinton, asking for rules 
that give Chinese eligible under this 
act permanent residency without 
counting them against immigration 
quotas — either the quota for Chi- 
nese or the total worldwide yearly 
quota. Hom said the law is ambigu- 


ous on this point as well as a number ~ 


of other issues. The law also gives 
the president the right to cancel the 
whole permanent-residency deal if 
he thinks China has made enough 
progress in human rights, 

Many of the people covered by 
the law live in the Bay Area, 
although no one seems to know 
exactly how many. 

“Most people,” Der said, “are 
working on the assumption that 
these folks will not be forced to go 


back to China, because human rights 
there are not developed to an accept- 
able point.” 

Der, however, expressed concem 
over recent Clinton statements that 
seemed to give the Chinese govern- 
ment credit for making progress on 
human rights. 

Der said it makes sense to look to 
Clinton for changes in immigration 
practices, because a president “sets a 
tone” and has “quite a bit of control” 
over INS. Although almost all INS 
officials are career civil-service 
employees, even up to the level of 
regional director, the president 
appoints the national INS commis- 
sioner, who directs overall policy.

Referendum on 
Giants giveaway 
facing deadline 


PETITION DRIVE to stop the 

city’s $15 million give- 

away to the San Francis- 

Giants is facing a 

daunting deadline: Organizers must 
collect at least 19,500 signatures of 
registered voters over the next three 
weeks to put the issue on the 
November ballot. 

“T think we can do it, but it’s 
going to be hard. We don’t have 
much time,” said Supervisor Ter- 
ence Hallinan, a leader in the peti- 


. tion drive and the only elected offi- 


cial to oppose city concessions that 
let the Giants’ millionaire owners 
rent Candlestick Park for $1 a year. 

Organizers of the newly formed 
Committee to Stop the Giveaway 
have until Jan. 21 to submit the sig- 
natures to the city Registrar of Vot- 
ers. If they’re successful, the lease 
concessions approved by the Board 
of Supervisors and signed by Mayor 
Frank Jordan would be put on hold, 
and voters would have the final say 
in a referendum vote in November. 

The concessions total $3.1 mil- 
lion a yeat; or more than $15 million 
over five years. 

“It’s incredible that the city 
would spend millions of dollars on a 
sports team when we have so many 
crying needs here in the city,” said 
Doug Comstock, another leader in 
the petition drive. 

Comstock said signature gather- 
ers would be stationed throughout 
the city starting Saturday, Jan. 2. 
Their goal is 1,000 signatures a day. 
Likely locations include 24th Street 
in Noe Valley, Castro Street at Mar- 
ket, Haight Street, and 9th Avenue 
and Irving. 

Volunteers willing to circulate 
petitions — or those seeking to sign 
one — are asked to meet at 10 a.m. 
on Saturday, Jan. 2, at the group’s 
temporary headquarters at 151 
Potrero, near 15th Street. To get a 
petition in the mail, or for more

Comstock said the Committee to 
Stop the Giveaway has collected 
more than 4,000 signatures so far, 
“and that’s despite all the rain and 
bad weather and people being preoc- 
cupied with the holidays.” 

“People have been deluging me 
with a need to go out and get signa- 
tures,” he said. “That’s wonderful.” 

Community groups that support 
the petition drive include the Coali- 
tion for San Francisco Neighbor- 
hoods, the Lesbian and Gay Voters 
Project, the Sunset-Parkside Educa- 
tion and Action Committee, Haight- 
Ashbury Neighborhood Council, 
and the political action committee of 
the Harvey Milk Gay and Lesbian 
Democratic Club. 

“This is going to be a referendum 
on Frank Jordan’s priorities,” Com- 
stock said. “He didn’t mention any 
of this stuff when he was running for 
mayor; back then he was talking 
about helping the homeless. Now 
his top priority is baseball.”

The creation of a temporary shel- 
ter in the Tenderloin this week, as 
well as moves to find funding for an 
endangered Salvation Army shelter, 
mark the city’s latest seasonal 
efforts to find beds for the homeless. 

The money for both these pro- 
jects was made possible by the state 
Office of Emergency Services, 
which recently released $300,000 
left over from the Loma Prieta earth- 
quake funds. 

The new shelter, located in the 
old KGO building at 277 Golden 
Gate, will provide 24-hour service 
for up to 100 men and women and 
will stay open for three months. 
Also, the impending loss of a 60-bed 
shelter facility may have been avert- 
ed when the Mayor’s Office agreed 
to match any public funds, up to 
$50,000, that the Salvation Army is 
able to raise to keep its 60-bed 
Lifeboat Lodge homeless shelter 
afloat after state budget cuts initiated 
achain of funding cuts, eliminating 
a portion of the Salvation Anny’s 
budget. 

Patrick Granat, spokesperson for 
the Salvation Amny, said that he was 
“guardedly optimistic” about the 
ability of the Salvation Amny to find 
private funds to keep the shelter 
alive. “It’s difficult for two reasons,” 
he said. “Money is always hard, and 
ina recession doubly hard.... People 
are tired of homelessness. It just 
doesn’t grab them like it used to.” 

Meanwhile, a homeless advoca- 
cy group announced that tumaways 
from homeless shelters rose signifi- 
cantly in the third quarter of 1992. 
The Housing Clearinghouse, which 
collects monthly data on the number 
of rejections from 21 San Francisco 
homeless shelters, announced that 
43,796 people were turned away 
from city shelters in the quarter 


from July through September, an 
increase of 17 percent. 

. Homeless advocates expressed 
frustration at what they see as a col- 
lection of temporary and surface- 
level attempts to a problem that 


_ needs more comprehensive solu- 


tions. 

“It seems like another example 
of trying to plug holes in a dike with 
shelter proposals,” said Malcolm 
Garcia, staffer for Hospitality 
House, which will administer the 
shelter in the KGO building. “The 
mayor puts a lot of energy and time 
into keeping the Giants here, but not 
a homeless plan for both emergency 
as well as long-term goals.” 

“T find it frustrating that we are 
dealing with shelters at all. So many 
of us who are so quick to talk of 
homelessness in terms of housing 
and jobs wind up jumping on a band- 
wagon which is a Band-Aid at best.” 

Many advocates agree with the 
need to look beyond shelters as a 
teal solution for homelessness. 
“Otherwise it’s just like a triage 
unit, where you try to piece them 
together again and throw them back 
out in the war zone,” said Bill Mack 
of the San Francisco Housing Clear- 
inghouse. 

“The wrong way to do itisa 
symptomatic approach, a crisis-ori- 
ented approach, dealing with 
appearances,” said Robert Tobin, 
executive director of Hospitality 
House. “What’s needed is the oppo- 
site, where the mayor does for 
homeless people what he did for the 
Giants: get some major players 
around the table and get some solu- 
tions that have to do with jobs and 
housing.” -

The governor's secret friend 


By Tim REDMOND 


AUL RAUBER, who writes for the East Bay 
Express, had the best comment on Gov. Pete 
Wilson’s last political season: “No runs, no hits, 
four errors.” 

Wilson’s hand-picked successor was tossed out of the 
U.S. Senate. His presidential candidate lost California. 
His legislative candidates took a shelling, and so did his 
budget initiative. 

He has problems on the right: GOP conservatives are 
moving to snatch the state party out from under him. He 
has problems on the left: Democrat Kathleen Brown, 
who hasn’t even announced she’s a candidate, raised 
almost a million dollars in one night to finance a cam- 
paign against him. Every pundit in the state is starting to 
wonder if there’s anyone still standing on Wilson’s polit- 
ical base. 

But don’t count Pete Wilson out yet. He may have a 
secret friend in the White House. 


THE ECONOMY, STUPID 

Ona very simplistic level, California elects governors the 
same way the nation elects presidents: When the econo- 
my is good, the incumbent gets another term; when the 
economy’s bad, the people vote for change. Right now, 
that’s very bad news for Wilson — the most i 

political statistic of the year just hit the press, and it 
showed that California ranks dead last on the national 
economic scale. 

No politician alive today could possibly survive a ref- 
erendum on that kind of job performance, and if the elec- 
tion were held this week, Wilson would unquestionably 
be joining the millions of Californians looking for a new 
line of work. 

But a lot can change in 23 months. If the California 
recession turns around, the Democrats will be fighting an 
uphill battle to oust a newly popular Republican gover- 
nor — and the fact that the prosperity of ’94 had more to 
do with a Democrat in Washington than a Republican in 
Sacramento may not make a whole lot of difference. 

Ona purely political level, it presents an odd dilemma 
for the Clinton administration. California was pivotal to 
the Democratic victory. The state’s two Democratic sen- 
ators, and its powerful veteran Democratic congressional 
leaders, and its wealthy Democratic campaign donors, 
and its influential members of the senior White House 
staff, aren’t about to let the president forget it. 

Bill Clinton will be under enormous pressure to pour 
money into the nation’s largest state — to create public- 
works jobs, to bail out the cities, to prop up public health 
and education, to fund large-scale investments in con- 
verting idle defense plants for civilian use. 

But of course, if he puts all his brainy advisers to work 
repairing California’s creaky industrial engines, and they 
actually manage to crank things back up to a good run- 
ning speed — or if it happens as an indirect result of other 
national policies — Gov. Wilson will be happy to claim 
credit. And he might away with it, too. 

Consider this little scenario: 

Over the next year and a half, Wilson makes a reason- 
able effort at working with President Clinton, shows 
some modest interest in bipartisan cooperation — at least 
with the folks in Washington — and does all he can 
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behind the scenes to cut the state Legislature and chal- 
lengers like Kathleen Brown out of the official picture. 

In the meantime, he furiously trumpets his own eco- 
nomic agenda — the standard deregulation, reduce-the- 
size-of-government, cut-business-taxes-and-welfare- 
benefits package he’s been pushing since he took office _ 
— and when the indicators start to rise, he insists it was 
the Republican brand of economics that has saved the 
Golden State from financial ruin. ' 

The Democrats can argue that one fromheretoafar 
November Tuesday, and it won’t change the real political 
calculus. If all goes well, Wilson won’t even have to 
fight: As long as things start looking up, and it happens 
on his watch, a lot of voters will tend to give the incum- 
bent governor more than his share of their thanks. 

And remember: Some of Clinton’s economic philoso- 
phy may tum out to fit Wilson’s policies just fine. Ona 
state level, Clinton was always willing to relax environ- 
mental and labor regulations to promote business devel- 
opment. Clinton’s Arkansas was a right-to-work state, 
and he wasn’t big on raising state taxes on big businesses. | 
I don’t expect to see him voice any firm objections to 
Wilson’s restrictions on welfare benefits for people who 
move to California from other states. 

So what Clinton may very well do between now and 
1994 is exactly what Wilson very much needs. The presi- 
dent will send more federal money, which will ease the 
state budget crunch and reduce the pressure for state tax 
hikes — and then, except for offshore drilling, water 
rights, and a few endangered species, he’Il keep his fed- 
eral fingers pretty much out of the governor’s hair. 


NO PAIN, NO GAIN 
Of course, when you look at it closely, the picture gets a 
lot fuzzier. 

For one thing, it’s not entirely clear that the Clinton 
administration will have the resources, the ability, or the 
buming desire to rebuild California’s economy — at 
least not right away. : 

It’s possible that Clinton will actually follow through 
with the program he tried to sell with those lovely, long 
Little Rock teach-ins that got us old policy junkies so hot 
and wild and dizzy. It’s possible that he’ Il look to the 
economic long-term, refuse to spend big gobs of money 
to avoid a lot of short-term pain, and resist the immediate 
political pressure for results. 


Which will mean, for better or for worse, that the Cal- . 


ifornia defense industry will take even more of a hit, that 
agribusiness subsidies will fall, and that the process of 
shifting to a more ecologically rational, civilian-based 
economy will proceed slowly, with a lot of unemploy- 
ment and suffering for at least a few more years. 

It’s also fairly likely Clinton will accept and enforce 
the North American Free Trade Agreement, which will 
send manufacturers on a mad dash for the Mexican bor- 
der and, for the moment anyway, devastate what’s left of 
the unionized blue-collar job market in California. 

So it’s possible that Wilson will be left to patch up a 
battered state economy pretty much on his own — and if 
that’s the case, the only real gubernatorial election will 
come in June 94, when the Democrats select their candi- 
date. Because Pete Wilson has had plenty of opportunity 
to see what Republican economics has done to California 
— and as the old saying goes, he just doesn’t get it. @

EORGE BUSH’S UNPARDONABLE 

pardons of six high-level govern- 

ment officials for their role in the 

Iran-contra scandal is another 
illustration of the cynicism and elitism that 
have characterized the last two administra- 
tions. 

These pardons, of course, have the most 
immediate result of cutting the legs out from 
under the special prosecutors just as they 
were about to catch up to Bush and his for- 
mer boss, Ronald Reagan. They prove that 
no matter how often Bush said he was “out 
of the loop,” how many times he said he was 
shocked by the behavior of his friends and 
colleagues, that he agreed with what they did 
and doesn’t believe they did anything 
wrong. 

And the pardons prove just how far this 
conspiracy reaches into the highest ranks of 
the last two administrations. Remember, 
these were law-and-order zealots. Bush won 
the 1988 election with the Willie Horton 
campaign, and he invaded Panama, killing 
hundreds of people, to arrest one suspected 
drug trafficker. 

But the pardons also reveal a bitter, lame- 
duck president with too much free time, and 
we all know what they say about idle hands. 

Ever since Bush was defeated by Bill 
Clinton, our outgoing commander in chief 
has been galloping around starting fires 
here, making deals there, and generally 
behaving as if he has much to get done 
before being relegated to the paper shredder 
of history. 

One of his first acts after losing the elec- 
tion was to dispatch emissaries all over the 
globe trying to conclude business deals 


between the U.S. and countries like China — 
deals it is uncertain the new president would 
have approved. 

Bush also instigated a major military 
operation in Somalia, committing 30,000 
troops only a few weeks before he leaves 
office, even though for the past two years he 
has seemed untroubled about the widespread 
starvation and death there. 

Bush isn’t the only one taking advantage 
of the transition. Other countries are using 
the down time to take actions that they may 
not have dared to take if someone had been 
at home in the White House. Iraq’s Saddam 
Hussein decided to test the resolve of the 
U.S. by flying planes into the U.N.-declared 
“no-fly” zone. One plane was shot down and 
the crew apparently killed. A few days 
before that, the Israeli government rounded 
up and expelled without charge or trial 418 
Palestinians suspected of belonging to 
Islamic fundamentalist groups. 

Bush is too busy securing his place in his- 
tory to be bothered by such trifles, as he and 
another leader on the ropes — Boris Yeltsin 
— race the clock to conclude an arms-reduc- 
tion treaty. 

We have noticed, though, that in his 
whirlwind of enterprise, Bush still hasn’t 
managed to find time for a domestic agenda. 
Twelve years’ worth of Republican adminis- 
trations has crippled our cities, gutted our 
job base, and created a whole generation of 
homeless people. Looking at all of his other 
last-minute gifts, though, it’s probably a 
blessing that Bush still can’t bother himself 
with local issues. 

Ina few weeks we will say bon voyage to 
Bush. It won’t be moment too soon. 


Stop the Giants giveaway 


IRST WE WERE assured by Mayor 

Frank Jordan and our Board of 

Supervisors that city indemnifica- 

tion of the millionaire owners of the 
Giants was purely symbolic. It wouldn’t 
teally cost the city anything, because St. 
Petersburg, Fla., couldn’t win a lawsuit, 
according to San Francisco’s legal eagle, 
City Attorney Louise Renne. 

Our fears were further assuaged when a 
handful of the city’s leading corporate-citi- 
zen law firms announced they would donate 
up to $3 million in free legal fees to defend 
the city and the Giants against the suit that 
St. Petersburg decided to file anyway, 
against Renne’s best advice. 

So why weren’t surprised by last week’s 
disclosure that the millionaire boys club 
hired one of most prestigious and expensive 
law firms in Florida to handle their case, at 
the city’s expense. Or that the owners were 
already planning to hire Miami’s top guns 
before the Supes approved the indemnifica- 
tion. 

No one involved will begin to venture a 
guess at how much that legal tab is going to 
run. But the Miami law firm of Steel, Hector 
and Davis can be expected to bill in the 
$250- to $500-an-hour range, especially 
with two of the firm’s senior partners, Talbot 
(Sandy) D’Alemberte and Alvin Davis, han- 


dling the case. The bills could easily run into 
millions of dollars. 

And those millions aren’t part of the mul- 
timillion-dollar package of giveaways that 
Jordan promised and the Supes approved for 
the new owners. A quick tally of those num- 
bers shows a lease deal that will cost the city 
at least $3.1 million a year, plus another 
$700,000 a year through an exemption to the 
city’s stadium admission tax (see On Guard, 
12/9/92). 

This heavily one-sided deal hasn’t been 
cast in stone, though. There is still a way to 
stop Jordan from lining his friends’ pockets 
with city money. A petition drive is under 
way to put the contract up for referendum on 
next November’s ballot. But time is short. 
The Committee to Stop the Giveaway has 
only until Jan. 21 to collect 19,000 signa- 
tures, which would put the deal on hold until 
voters have their say. 

If the committee hasn’t made it to your 
neighborhood yet, you can sign the petition 
by going to its temporary offices at 151 
Potrero (at 15th St.) at 10 a.m. on Saturdays, 
or by calling (415) 546-5691 for more infor- 
mation or to have a petition mailed to you. 
But you need to hurry. The faster those sig- 
natures are collected, the more seriously our 
elected officials will take the public’s out- 
rage over the giveaways. 
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Time to boycott grapes again

WAS BIRTHDAY No. 30 this year for the 
United Farm Workers Union. But go easy 
on the congratulations. The UFW, once 

of the country’s most visible and popu- 
lar organizations, is not what it used to be. It’s 
not even close. 

There’s hope, however, for a resurgence — 
more hope than in a decade, a time during which 
the UFW has declined steadily in the face of 
severe government and employer opposition 
and greatly diminished public support. 

UFW president Cesar Chavez and the 
union’s other founders set out in the fall of 1962 
to win for the nation’s wretchedly treated farm 
workers the union rights granted non-agricultur- 
al workers in the 1930s. The victory came in 
1975, with passage of the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Act (ALRA), which required Califor- 
nia growers whose employees voted for union- 
ization to bargain with their union for contracts 
setting pay and working conditions. 

The ARLA worked well until 1983, when 
Democratic governor Jerry Brown, a staunch 
UFW ally, was succeeded by Republican 
George Deukmejian. The GOP govemor 
slashed the budget and staff of the agency that 
was supposed to enforce the law and appointed 
anti-union grower allies to run it. 

The situation has become even worse under 
Deukemejian’s Republican successor, Gov. 
Pete Wilson. Since Wilson took office in 1990, 
the agency has scarcely functioned at all. 

The state’s quarter-million farm workers, 
whose pay had risen to as high as $10 an hour 
during the first seven years after passage of the 
ARLA, are now fortunate to make half that. 

Their jobs are among the country’s most 
important. The work is hard, dirty, and danger- 
ous. Yet the workers eam an average of only 
$5,000 a year and have few, if any, of the fringe 
benefits, protections against health and safety 
hazards and arbitrary employer actions previ- 
ously granted them in union contracts. Many do 
not receive even such basic on-the-job ameni- 
ties as fresh drinking water and toilets. 

Many growers no longer hire workers direct- 
ly, but use crews brought to them by the con- 
tractors. The workers are hired off the streets 
day-to-day, their pay and working conditions 
determined solely by the growers and contrac- 
tors. The contractors deduct their large fees 
from the workers’ pay, along with deductions 


for food that they provide at inflated prices. 
Some pay workers even less than promised, 
make deductions for nonexistent taxes, or skip 
out without paying their crew at all. 

The UFW, which once had hundreds of con- 
tracts with California’s fruit and vegetable 
growers, now has but a handful. As a conse- 
quence, the UFW, which once claimed more 
than 100,000 members, is down to fewer than 
10,000. But this year the UFW began acting like 
its old self again. “Join with your brothers and 
sisters and strike out against humiliation and 
indignity!” Chavez urged vineyard workers at 
the start of California’s grape harvest in May. 

And strike out they did, under the UFW’s 
leadership. Thousands walked off the job over 
the next three months, their strikes winning rais- 
es of 5 to 7 percent in pay that had been frozen 
for almost 10 years. 

The state AFL-CIO called it “the greatest 
demonstration of solidarity and determination in 
the decade since growers began breaking union 
contracts.” 

Chavez concedes, however, that it was “only 
avery small beginning.” 

The workers still urgently need union con- 
tracts that will guarantee them decent working 
lives and, as was proved in the UFW’s forma- 
tive years, strikes alone will not win contracts. 
Growers may raise pay temporarily to keep their 
harvests from being disrupted, but they will 
replace strikers who make the far more expen- 
sive demand for contracts. 

A lot harder to replace are customers who 
tefuse to buy the growers’ produce. Which is 
why the UFW is now relying primarily on boy- 
cotts, as it did in scoring the victories of the 
1960s and 1970s. 

The UFW is trying to win broad support for a 
renewed grape boycott by stressing the growers’ 
use of pesticides that endanger workers and the 
general public. The union argues that growers 


’ unless union contracts force them to do so. 


The boycott has had some effect, but the 
UFW needs much more support if farm workers 
are to be re-armed with the essential weapon of 
unionization. Providing the support is the least 
we can do to help better the shameful conditions 
so long imposed on those who harvest the food 
that sustains us all. @

>You can say no; you can say 

yes; or you can clearly set forth 

ithe conditions under which you 
will agree. Not saying anything or 
acting helpless just continues this 
game. Having one person call all the 
shots and the other person tacitly or 
specifically agree to that is a classic 
dominance and submission power 
exchange. Many people find it an 
extremely erotic scenario. Some- 
times these scenes include verbal 
abuse such as you’ve described, 
sometimes bondage; often they 
incorporate other acts of psycholog- 
ical and/or physical pain. Responsi- 
ble players in this arena negotiate 
their limits. Since you haven’t, now 
is the time, before you are led across 
boundaries you do not want to cross. 
(Having videotapes of you being 
humiliated in the hands of someone 
you do not trust does not sound like 
the makings of an easy mind to me.) 
Do some reading on the subject; 
attend some educational groups. 
The Domination Directory Interna- 
tional ($11 to Strictly Speaking 
Publishing, P.O. Box 8006, Palm 
Springs, CA 92263) has an abun- 
dance of such resources. Pat Cali- 
fia’s The Lesbian S-M Safety Manu- 
al, while not geared specifically 
toward men-women interactions, 
can be an excellent primer on the 
subject for anyone and includes a 
section on communication. 


:I seem to recall seeing a sex 

movie a long time ago of a 

woman masturbating that 
showed her ejaculating into the 
air. Is it actually possible for a 
woman to shoot cum? If so, does it 
come from the clitoris or what 
opening? What does it look like? 
What’s it made of? 


:There is still a great deal of 
controversy concerning female 
jaculation, among sex profes- 

sionals and among (pardon the pun) 
lay people, even though films and 
videos, both educational and com- 
mercial erotica, exist. Some women 
do expel up to one-half cup of clear 
fluid when they climax, apparently 
from their urethra (where one pees).

There are bisexual educa- 
tion and support groups springing up 
everywhere, often on or near cam- 
puses. Look there, in the personal 
ads, or in the resource section of a 
magazine called ATM, produced by 
the Bay Area Bisexual Network, 
2404 California No. 24, San Francis- 
co, CA 94115 (four issues for $25). 
Then you can worry about fairness 
to a hypothetical partner once 
you’ve found her. @

Imperial rolls ($3.75) are always 


a good way to begin a Vietnamese 
meal. Here the deep-fried rolls are 
generously filled with ground pork 
mixed with cellophane noodles, car- 
rots, and fresh herbs, and they’re 
served with a thin dipping sauce that 
complements the savory flavors and 
cooking method perfectly. Spring 
rolls, the plump uncooked version, 
($3.75) are indeed lighter with their 
filling of the same clear noodles, 
prawns, sliced pork, fresh mint, and 
Thai basil. These rolls come with a 
thick dipping sauce spiked with 
chilies and garnished with peanuts

The friendly server/cook/owner 
wamed us that spicy beef noodle 
soup ($3.75) was quite fiery; we 
ordered it with glee and were even 
happier on its arrival. The surface of 
the lemongrass-scented broth was 
glossed over with a bright red glaze 
created in part from hot chilies, but 
beneath the surface lay the real treats 
— sliced lean beef, noodles, green 
and yellow onions, red jalapefio pep- 
pers, shallots, and plenty of fresh 
mint. The medley of flavors, tex- 
tures, and ingredients was at once 
heartwarming and unusual. 

Ginger chicken ($4.70), prepared 
with velvety chunks of chicken, 
green peppers, onions, and lots of 
fresh ginger, would appeal to those 
who like Chinese food. The corn- 
starch-based sauce was comforting 
and pleasing, but I prefer the 
brighter, leaner sauces found in 
Vietnamese dishes like shrimp salad 
($5.45). Here, tender, succulent 
prawns, served on a bed of shredded 
cabbage and carrots tossed with 
fresh mint, are garnished with toast- 
ed peanuts and fried sweet shallots 
and garlic. This dish illustrates the 
intricate flavor combinations found 
in this Southeast Asian cuisine. 

“Egg pies with vegetables ina 
curry sauce” ($3.75) was reminis- 
cent of Thai curries. Fresh broccoli, 
carrots, and cabbage surrounded by 
a thick and wonderful coconut- 
based curry sauce were topped with 
a sort of omelet that served as a cap 
for the vegetables. 

Vietnamese-style chow mein 
($3.45), made with thin noodles, 
broccoli, carrots, and cabbage, was 
lighter than the Chinese version and 
just wonderful. Chicken with Viet- 
namese herbs ($4.70), redolent of 





lemongrass and fresh ginger, was 
composed of chunks of melt-in-your- 
mouth chicken, green bell peppers, 
and onions. We lapped up the lemon 
beef salad ($4.25), prepared with the 
same vegetables found in the prawn 
salad, but this time topped with fresh- 
ly cooked morsels of beef accented 
with the vibrant flavors of lemon. 
Fried rice with pork ($3.45), also less 
greasy than the Chinese version, was 


- tossed with curry spices and assorted 


vegetables, including green peas. The 
Tice was excellent paired with a small 
deep-fried fish, also anointed with 
subtle curry spices, lemon, chilies, 
and garlic ($5.15). 

Wine and beer are available, as 
well as soft drinks, but I live for 
Vietnamese (or Thai) drip coffee 
made with condensed milk and 
poured over ice ($1.25). 

Ican’t say enough good things 
about the marvelous cuisine at Hung 
Yen. Ingredients are fresh and 
wholesome, and each dish is sensi- 
tively prepared and graciously pre- 
sented. The dining room is friendly 
and cheerful, albeit a little smokey at 
times from cooking over high heat 
without the help of a powerful 
exhaust system. A warning on that 
note; because Hung Yen has an 
“open kitchen,” there tends to be a 
cooking aroma lingering in the air 
— don’t let this sway you as you 
enter the restaurant — the food is 
sparkling, nourishing, and very 
rewarding. I urge you to stop by this

BAY GUARDIAN CRITICS TAKE 


A LOOK AT THE YEAR THAT JUST WAS 


HEADING 
HOME

ARLY THIS FALL, when a rela- 

tionship failed, a family mem- 

ber died, and the Rodney King 

all-out had left a quiet despair 

in almost everyone I knew, a certain 
pop song started to mean something 
to me. This wasn’t the usual 
schmaltz-immunodeficiency syn- 
drome of the broken-hearted 
(wherein even the well-timed play- 
ing of a Captain and Tennille tune 
can make you burst into tears). It 
was the song itself, a wistful melody 
over a shuffling beat, simple but 
penetrating lyrics. Somehow this 
melodic prayer for solace and guid- 
ance spoke to me at a time when its 
meaning spread far beyond the con- 
cems of a white middle-class 
depressive. 

It was Arrested Development’s 
“Tennessee.” And Id call it the song 
of the year if it — and Arrested 
Development — didn’t seem more 
important than that right now. 

Ihad always casually liked the 
group. When they emerged in early 
92, AD didn’t seem to fit into the 
newly coined “alternative rap” genre 
— even less than did the other 
groups unfortunate enough to get 
dumped into it with them. Despite 
the fact that they were from Atlanta 
and spread hay on the stage for their 
shows, Arrested Development 
seemed simultaneously more in line 
with a hip hop ethos, and less 


derivative of a hip hop trapping than 
either Basehead, Me Phi Me, or the 
Disposable Heroes of Hiphoprisy. 

Speech and Co.’s Afrocentric fla- 
vor seemed to come from a home- 
grown sense of black community 
rather than a more abstract school of 
post-P.E. bandwagonism. And their 
music blended singing, live drums, 
and sample-heavy beats so naturally 
that the word innovation never even 
came to mind. While they were 
clearly possessed of the same free- 
wheeling originality of Native 
Tonguers like A Tribe Called Quest, 
AD’s effortless rural vibe seemed to 
understate the musical craft and let 
Speech’s thoughtful lyrics and soul- 
ful melodies speak for themselves. 

All of these things made me 
approve of AD, critically and from a 
distance. I’d say things like Arrested 
Development were the Sly and the 
Family Stone of the 90s, because of 
their hippy-ish gear, their female 
members; and the 60-year-old “spir- 
itual adviser” in their entourage. At 
a time when EPMD was leading an 
old-school revival, I looked to AD 
as respected advocates of forward- 
looking hip hop. To me, Arrested 
Development was a cool concept 
and an encouraging sign. 

This was before April 30. 

Two years ago, when a journalist 
called Faith No More’s “Epic” the 
“Satisfaction” of 1990, I more or 
less agreed. Whether or not you like 
Faith No More, that single spoke 
pretty well to the times at hand. 
With its flashy surrealist video and 
the simple line “It’s in your face and 
you can’t grab it,” the bombastic 
megahit loudly and succinctly 
described the perpetual cycle of 
frustrated desire that runs our coun- 


try. And this April, when South 
Central Los Angeles showed us one 
of the by-products of that cycle, it 
was time for another song. 

There were some obvious con- 
tenders. “Fight the Power” might 
have worked if it hadn’t come out 
two years earlier. Body Count might 
have been in the running if their 
music was exciting to anyone 
besides the police and the media. 
And Ice Cube might have scored — 
and probably did — but only with 
those who felt the outrage of the ver- 
dict and the pain of the conflagration 
so directly and for such a prolonged 
time that nothing but fury would do. 
For me, though, it was “Tennessee.” 

In the wake of the riots, “Ten- 
nessee” became rap’s first protest 
ballad, a hip hop version of “No 
Woman No Cry” or, more specifi- 
cally, the “What’s Going On” of 
*92. Like the gorgeous Marvin Gaye 
tune, Speech’s lament lilted over a 
backdrop of unrest and violence; it 
transformed a personal sense of loss 
and injustice into a plea for under- 
standing, a cry of communal pain, 
and a straight-up beautiful song. 
When Speech rap-sang with his 
wavery voice “My grandma’s past, 
my brother’s gone,” he wasn’t 
speaking metaphorically; both died 
in ’91. And by mixing such personal 
turmoil with social concems like 
“Problems got me pessimistic” and 
“Brothers and sisters keep messin’ 
up,” the politically resonant chorus 
came off with a deep and powerfully 
felt emotion, as much Zora Neale 
Hurston as Marcus Garvey. “Take 
me to another place / Take me to 
another land / Make me forget all 
that hurts me / Make me under- 
stand.” Calling out his own spiritual

ages 


need, Speech addressed the needs of 
his people and, in fact, the needs of 
everyone. 

Which is not to say he came off 
all dreamy and blissed-out. Unlike 
P.M. Dawa, reality is still a friend of 
Arrested Development — or at least 
they’re well acquainted — and the 
thymes on their album, and on their 
song for the movie Malcolm x, 
spoke as directly about the injustices 
facing black Americans as did those 
of any other “conscious” rap group 
of the early "90s. It’s just that, like 
Marvin Gaye, Stevie Wonder, and 
Bob Marley, Arrested Development 
did it with melody, soul, and a vision 
that stretched well past Atlanta, past 
America even — and on to Ten- 
nessee. 

Isay this because I imagine 
Speech’s Tennessee being like the 
Isle of Innisfree in the Yeats poem, 
only with hay and horseshoes. It’s a 
spiritual homeland, both the site of 
his ancestors’ struggles and an inter- 
nal state of tranquillity and grace. 
Like Innisfree, Tennessee is a place 

Speech must arise and go to for 
solace and survival, peace and 
knowledge. 

This fall when I heard the song, 
I'd think of my own Tennessee, 
wonder where it was, and how I’d 
ever find it. One night on a drunken 
cab ride, I heard the song come on 
the radio. 

“Whaddaya think, song of the 
year?” I asked the driver. 

“Oh, yeah. Definitely.”

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posed to be a sign, a hint, a less- 
than-gentle nudge to the throngs of 
14- to 16-year-old Erasureheads in 
the audience: Gay, get it? 

Of course they did. It was hard 
not to in 1992. A decade of enter- 
taining the mainstream with gender- 
perplexing surprises somehow 
turned into a decade of entertaining 
ourselves to death — and it was as if 
the tasteful, buried, coded messages 
decided to rise from the grave for 
glitzy revenge. But in the unearthing 
of gay/lesbian/bisexual codes, con- 
fusion was born. 

When the repressed is explicitly 
expressed, can straight people still 
dance to it? Can a subculture that 
already entertains the mainstream 
actually “go mainstream” and sell 
out like punk? And what would the 
Rev. Donald Wildmon do for a liv- 
ing if it really did? 

For me, 1992 was a year of firsts 
and contradictions, beginning with 
an Oscar protest that had Queer 
Nationalists half-jeering, half-cheer- 
ing celebrities as the well-dressed 
sheepishly slid into the Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion in L.A. There 
was hissing and histrionics, love, 
hate, glamour, and witty protest 
posters. There was Jodie Foster — 
somewhere — being followed by 
crowds of gay admirers/admonish- 
ers, to a celebration party on the 
strip. And there was me, being inter- 
viewed by two community-access- 
channel wannabes during this circus 
of tension between loving to hate 
the mainstream and just plain loving 
the mainstream (especially the 
tourist from Texas who had to be 
pulled from a tree by the police as 
she waited for Madonna to make an 
appearance). They were asking me, 
Michael Moore-style, about Basic 
Instinct — “But isn’t Sharon Stone a 
good role model for lesbians?” 
Huh? 

Ican see where they got the idea: 
There was the strange spat of 
celebrity lesbians/bisexuals in the 
media this year, the “lavender men- 
ace” seemingly tumed thin, blonde 
and golden-brown, in innuendos 
both on and off TV. 

It was an odd kind of passing — 
backward (straight women being 
seen as lesbians) — which led to an 
odd force of integrations (plural) 
that made themselves felt even at 
the National Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force meeting, “Creating Change,” 
in Los Angeles. Queers were inte- 
grating with one another (there was 
a panel on lesbians and gay men 
sleeping together under the rubric of 
radical new “queer” culture), and 
queers were flirting with the main- 
stream (the newly elected president 
was strictly a first-name entity). 

But there was also segregation, 
even as boundaries blurred. Just as 
you can’t have a master without a 
slave, and you can’t conduct a 
morality witch-hunt unless you have 
something you can define as 
“immoral” — you can’t have a con- 
ference of gay and lesbian activists 
ina large L.A. hotel without a 
schedule conflict. This year, it was, I 
think, an Arizona football team and 
a teen-supermodel search that 
demonstrated the gap between the

mainstream and what is, still, the 
gay/lesbian/bisexual subculture(s), 
there at the Hilton. Elderly men pro- 
tected the young curly-haired beau- 
ty teens who had to walk through 
the conference to get to the runway 
from the worldly glances of gays 
and lesbians around them. The foot- 
ball players seemed, somehow, to 
always find different elevators to

To its credit, the conference 
didn’t get stuck in the hallways, 
defining itself against these “oth- 
ers.” Instead, it moved within — 
deep within — to the “ick” factor, 
where lesbians and gay men con- 
fessed mutual disgust with their 
friends’ sex habits. They needed to 
purge to get down to the business of 
actually forming a coalition about 
freedom of expression, plurality of 
behavior, the right to do as you 
please or save yourself from what 
you displease.

I recognized the importance of a 
simple thing called encouragement 
(and send shout-outs here and now 
to my husband, Carl; my mother, 
Janelle, and dad, Reggie; my mom’s 
friend Rebecca Ybarra; J.-H. Tomp- 
kins here at the Guardian; Ann Pow- 
ers; Julene Snyder; and Chris Bor- 
ris). It came through in sweet words 
on greeting cards, during long argu- 
ments, and over lunches. It came 
through in brief phone chats and 
after glasses and glasses of wine, but 
it came through and helped me feel 
that my opinions are worthy, that 
my thoughts are valid, that talking 
about what is on my mind is OK, 
that saying what I think is what I 
should be doing. 

1992 was the first year since 
1989 that Public Enemy wasn’t my 
main musi-cultural reference. 

I didn’t stain my jade-green silk 
shirt. 

Arrested Development seemed to 
mean the world to the world. They 
certainly can put on a hell of a show 
— rocked my life at the DNA the 
night of The Verdict, but part of 
their appeal seems to be that they 
sound nice when they talk about rev- 
olution raining down and black 
folks and brown folks and poor folks 
picking up guns and bum-rushing 
the government. I guess a spoonful 
of sugar helps the medicine go 
down. Speech is grand and one hell 
of a writer, but I agree with what 
Greg Tate says in the introduction to 
the first issue of Vibe — that real 
gangsters move in silence. That cat- 
alysts for change probably are not 
making a living onstage at the 
Warfield. That we need to check hip 
hop and see what it really is: We’re 
listening to the sound track for the 
motion picture Black Revolution 
before production even begins. 
Speech appears not to have been 
molded by the cartoonish represen- 
tations of black men forced down 
our throats every day. He does not 
appear to be, as bell hooks would 
say, “obsessed with being a patri- 
atch.” This is refreshing. This 
makes AD a band to be reckoned 
with. That and the fact that the girls 
in the band are beautiful, serene-act- 
ing, incredibly talented soul sisters 
who only do the most relaxed kind 
of posturing. But it’s not like give 
me AD or give me death: Check 
Diggable Planets. They’re Arrested 
Development caught up in a funky 
wannabe Gang Starr groove — ah 
yes, they are, as they themselves 
say, cool like that. 

My question is, who takes 
responsibility for Oakland? Who 
Tuns it? The surviving dope-dealers? 
Who? The police? Elihu? Who runs 
Oakland?

A TALE 
OF THREE 
CITADELS

YEAR OF THE Woman fizzled 
to a close outside the SF Muse- 
um of Modem Art one recent 
cold, rainy December night. To 

protest the opening of the Jeff 
Koons retrospective and publicly 
brand the museum as a straight 
white out-of-town boys club (a fra- 
temity in which New York superstar 
“artist” Jeff Koons just happens to 
be an unusually visible and odious 
member), the Guerrilla Girls, a rab- 
ble-rousing band of performance 
artists/political activists congregated 
near the front entrance to the muse- 
um to edify and enlighten. The 
statistics are pretty appalling: 
According to the GGs, only .003 
percent of SF MOMA’s exhibiting 
artists are men of color or women. 
And while they may have done a 
slow burn under their monkey suits, 
the hirsute terrorists didn’t really go 
ape, but seemed content to quietly 
taise people’s consciousness by 
handing out bananas, leaflets, and 
condoms. 

Unfortunately, the Guerrilla Girls 
protest didn’t so much as drizzle on 
Koon’s parade up on the fourth 
floor. The former Wall Street com- 
modity broker’s opening reception 
went off without a hitch. I asked one 
museum insider if the GGs publi- 
cized presence outside the museum 
had elicited much of a reaction 
among the powers that be. “No, not 
really,” she yawned. While the 
homeless lay shivering a few blocks 
away on Van Ness and Market, the 
king of kitsch held court within the 
nouveau surroundings of his art. 
With his wife (former Italian porn 
star and parliamentarian Cicciolina) 
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in tow (wearing an off-gold evening 
gown and looking heavily sedated), 
the blue-chip brat shook the out- 
stretched hands of many an admirer, 
at times resembling a ludicrous- 
looking hybrid of John Travolta and 
Richard Nixon. Koons wagged a 
civil tongue as a billboard-sized pho- 
tograph immortalized him perform- 
ing cunnilingus on Cicciolina (a 
strangely apt metaphor for someone 
who, sticking his tongue out all the 


way to the bank, has hoodwinked his 
way to fame and fortune). 

And there was the time last May 
that I almost ran into Kenneth Baker 
in the Mincher/Wilcox Gallery. For 
years, the SF Chronicle’s elusive art 
critic has made keeping a low pro- 
file his very own high art form. So 
there I was all alone in the gallery’s 
empty space, except for two gallery 
staffers and an aloof figure taking 
notes over in the comer. “Is that 
Kenneth Baker?” I inquired. The 
woman in black replied, “Yes, but 
don’t go near him,” hushing me 
while visibly gushing herself. I 
resisted the temptation to go up and 
address him as ‘Your Eminence.’ A 
few years ago, the Chron briefly ran 
ads depicting a trench-coated Baker 
as a quasi-foreign correspondent for 
us folks back home. The gist was, 
“When you’re on vacation or a busi- 
ness trip, our roving reporter is there 
for you” (and the nine other loyal 
Chronicle readers who happen to be 
on the East Coast that week)! 
Boston, New York, Washington. 
Transplendent! But what about the 
Bay Area? Am I the only one who 
finds it a little disconcerting (not to 
mention surreal) that the lone art 
critic for the Northern Californian 
daily with the largest circulation 
spends most of his time covering 
shows east of the Mississippi? 

When our peripatetic critic was 
walking in Central Park, I curated an 
exhibit in connection with the Day 
of the Dead (Dead Daze — ha ha). 
Things were proceeding fairly 
smoothly, when, out of the blue, a 
longtime curator at the de Young 
tried to get one of the artists to pull 
her work out at the last minute 
because he found the invitation 
offensive (everyone else thought it 
was a hoot). How dare we have a 
costume party on Halloween Eve! 
“Do you really want someone 
dressed as Kenmit the Frog looking 
at your work?” he asked her. (It'd 
probably be OK if Kermit could 
cough up a little cash.) There’s a 
moral to the story: When you’ve 
been sequestered inside a museum 
for 20 years without coming up for 
air, you turn into a Scrooge for all 
seasons. Power breeds pomposity 
and ill-humor. 

Maybe it’s time for a changing of 
the guard. The Guerrilla Girls aren’t 
the only ones on the outside looking 
into the museum’s (or gallery’s) hal- 
lowed sanctum. Not surprisingly, 
The de Young and the Legionof ~ 
Honor aren’t much better when it 
comes to exhibiting the work of 
women, artists of color, or locals in 
general. For all its rich multicultural 
diversity, the Bay Area art commu- 
nity comprises a lot of little islets 
spinning brightly in the San Francis- 
co fog. We can either pull the crazy 
quilt together or stand idly by and 
watch our local citadels continue to 
fade to white. Unless somebody 
makes a few waves, it’s a safe bet 
that racism, sexism, and homopho- 
bia will continue to rear their ugly 
heads from the well-guarded ivory 
towers.

APAN IS NOTORIOUS for cutting 

the gaijin — the barbaric for-

But we’d 
juiced ourselves as well on Ian 
Buruma’s Behind the Mask, that 
classic treatment of bondage fan- 
tasias beyond the cherry blossoms. 
We were anxious to approximate the 
Tronman’s berserk accelerations 
through back-alley Tokyo 
nowheres; to head bang in Osaka’s 
teenage underworld of hard core and 
noise. What we found, however, 
was a Japan that had watched us 
watch their dreams and, like one of 
P.K. Dick’s demiurges, had found a 
better way of watching back. 

In its own controlled realm of 
visual exchange, Japan was happy to 
tweak itself with American movie 
images of the desperate and the 
depraved.

Palmer was plastered through the 


alleys behind Shinjuku station, and I ” 


saw versions of myself nightly on 
TV: a bearded outlaw knocking over 
convenience stores on a series of 
true crime “dramatizations” and 
hidden-camera exposés. A popular 
late-night program, Banana Chips 
Love, milked raucous mileage from 
a young Japanese girl’s encounters 
with biker landlords and stringy- 
haired Mr. Satans on Manhattan’s 
Lower East Side. 

But up close and personal, the 
average Japanese Joe was clearly 
bugged by the long-haired Ameri- 
can freaks who wandered in his 
midst. 

In return for our crimes, we were 
kept locked under the nation’s 
watchful gaze. The red circle of the 
Japanese flag became a giant hairy 
eyeball, everywhere beading down 
on us as we waded through video 
shops and bookstalls and clamored 
for images of Nihon deviance that 
might help us look back. 

We did our best: scouring kiosks 
for lurid melodramas in secondhand 
manga, sifting mountains of memo- 
rabilia for a single sleazoid find. 
Mark’s patience even earned him a 
”70s photo-essay on the no-pan 
kissa — panty-less coffeeshop wait- 
resses — but as trip’s end grew near, 
I was feeling sadly defeated. We 
seemed only to have scratched a sur- 
face of sleaze, scarcely closer to 
genuine immersion in the nation’s 
psychic sewage than we'd been on 
arrival. Sure, I’d managed to stock 
up on videotapes and other vestiges 
of Japan’s greatest Joe: the ’60s 
action star, Shishido Joe, one of the 
Nikkatsu Studio’s “Mighty Guys.” 
This alone was something of a con- 
quest: the bluntly American- 
monikered Joe had once won fame 
as an irresistibly sexy comic-hero/ 
womanizer in a series of fine-tuned 
yakuza-spoofs — Detective Bureau 
23: Bastard, Go to Hell! and the 
epoch-ending Branded to Kill 
among them. But now, a harmless 
wisp in the whiskey fragility of cul- 
tural memory, Joe’s charming, if 
dated, debaucheries seemed also to 
underline just how far everyday 
Japan had progressed toward what 
one magazine called “Sexy Action.” 

We seemed doomed to linger just 
beyond a river of untold prurience, 
the fullness of which we could smell 
but could not see. 

A couple of days before our 
return, seeking a last pocket of gut- 
ter solitude from the skeptical 
Tokyo to which we’d grown accus- 
tomed, we entered the benignly 
seedy stretch of truncated boule- 
vards in Asakusa known to the tour 
books as “the old cinema district.” 

Like the warm wind of a sudden 
ramen burp, the neighborhood 
behind the Kannon Temple accosted 
us in ways both savory and queasy- 
making. Across from a miniature 
amusement park, a photo-shoot was 
in progress. A crew of Japanese 
trained their cameras on two gaijin 
tarentos — talents — dressed in 
love-beads, bell-bottoms, and long- 
hair wigs. We stared at them, they 
stared at us. We pointed our cam- 
eras, they pointed theirs. Time grew

drowsy and we hurried along, anx- 
ious to abandon ourselves to our 
incredulous doubles. 

Up ahead, a dingy lane opened 
out onto a short, broad corridor, and 
there the street blanched a sickly 
shade of neon green. A few bottom- 
rung yakuza formed a desultory 
thugs’ gauntlet in front of a 
pachinko hall, ambling about in 
their T-shirts and high-waters, 
chewing toothpicks and spitting. 
Some crouched on the sidewalk in 
the tough-guy pose known to some 
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as unko-suwari: shit-squatting. 

Beyond them lay the “district” 
itself: three ferroconcrete anonymi- 
ties with discreet marquees, each 
offering a promising double bill. 
The matinees, according to the 
lobby cards, were a pair of vaguely 
psychedelic ’60s comedies, two 
early ’70s tattooed neo-ronin sagas, 
and, finally, the low-class fare of 
which we’d come in search: two 
frothy examples of Nikkatsu’s noto- 
tious roman porno — the romance 
pornography. 

In we went. 

I can barely remember the spec- 
tacle that unfurled on the theater’s 
Cinemascope screen: some delirious © 





confection of brother-sister incest, 


giggly moans and ticklish climaxes, 
all genitalia tastefully obscured by 
sodden panties and fuzzy filters. But 
I'll never forget the atmosphere that 
loitered and coiled around us. 

Hesitant at first, we'd lingered in 
the back. But as our eyes adjusted to 
the tones of the dim, raked cavern 
— surprisingly full for a workday 
afternoon — the trepidation with 
which we’d traveled seemed finally 
to dissolve and wash away. We had 
eased down in to the cream of 
Japan’s degenerate rising sons: the 
unemployed, the idle, the layabouts. 
And there, in that amiable fraternity 
of one-armed viewers, we felt — for 
the first time on our journey — both 
utterly ignored and rapturously 
absorbed. 

Cultural barriers that had so thor- 
oughly divided us seemed suddenly 
to dissolve into a kind of grind- 
house Esperanto: a skinflick-specif- 
ic, international language of low- 
rent lust, fitful boredom, and furtive 
jerking. There, the hairy eyeball 
turned from us without a lingering 
glance; turned to face the projected 
flickerings of its own congested 
dreams. And in those moments, f 
amid the babble of pornography and 
the whorl of romance, Japan began 
to whisper to us in its warmest of 
tones.

XCEPT FOR A discreet 

white banner hanging 

above the door, you’d 

never guess that the 

nondescript beige 
building across the street from the 
Fruitvale BART station in East 
Oakland houses anything as lively as 
the Pacific Fencing Club. But as a 
visitor mounts the stairs to the club’s 
second floor, the clack clack of 
Saturday-matinee swordplay grows 
louder. 

Inside the large high-ceiling gym- 
nasium that was once Babe’s Gym 
(where such boxing luminaries as 
Rocky Marciano, Floyd Patterson, 
and a young Cassius Clay trained 
and sparred), full-length mirrors 
reflect a dozen white-clad figures 
gracefully lurching at one another, 
blunt-tipped foils extended. The 
scene is somewhat comical — every- 
one looks like an Emma Peel clone 
in white knickers and knee socks, 
face obscured by a black mesh mask 
that renders the fencer anonymous. 

Pairs of duelers randomly face 
off, strike a bent-knee stance remi- 
niscent of a plié in ballet, one limp 
hand draped languidly in midair 
above the shoulder, and engage — 
flick-flack-lunge-swish-jabba-jabba. 
Club owner Harold Hayes chuckles 
as he concedes that fencers often 
look like combative roosters flying at 
each other. 

Hayes, A soft-spoken, thoughtful 
guy with a philosophy degree from 
Stanford, is a man with a vision: one 
that combines his passion — fencing 
—with the multicultural Oakland 
milieu he thinks can yield Olympic- 
quality competitors. Established in 
1984, the club has served the East 
Bay community by offering a 
relaxed and friendly open-door 
atmosphere and affordable lessons 
for fencers of all ages and aptitudes. 


Now Hayes is going a step further. 
“As an African American, I want to 
reach out to children in this com- 
munity and help them realize their 
goals, and I think fencing is an ideal 
way to do just that. It teaches a per- 
son how to perceive accurately and 
make rational, creative decisions. 
Those skills transfer well — I'd like 
to help kids get their lives together.” 

Hayes recently founded the 
Pacific Fencing Academy, a non- 
profit corporation that will sponsor 
local kids, aged 9-17, in what Hayes 
hopes will be fruitful fencing careers. 
Working with local schools, church- 
es, and public-service groups, the 
academy launched a pilot class of 20 
this fall. Participants were selected 
through auditions, on the basis of 
“athletic and mental abilities and a 
cooperative attitude.” Hayes says the 
academy is seeking funds to expand 
the program, hoping eventually to 
include 200 students. 

Against thé resonant backdrop of 
an recent evening’s “open sparring” 
session, Hayes briefly outlined the 
structure of a fencing bout (the 
object of which is to score five 
touches on an opponent in six min- 
utes or less), then goes on to explain 
some history and nuances of the 
sport. “The term swashbuckling orig- 
inated in Elizabethan times and 
referred to young ruffians swashing 
around with their short swords and 
‘bucklers,’ which was a type of small 
shield. It was like cruising the A&W 
in their day.” 

Hayes says the advent of electri- 
cal scoring in the 50s changed the 
fundamental nature of fencing. 
“Initially, the foil, when modified to 
accommodate the electrical wire, 
was heavier and whippier, so it 
didn’t respond as quickly. 
Consequently, timing was thrown 
off and competitors adapted by 
using simplified phrasing [a thrust/ 
parry set].” 

Since then, he says, the technolo- 
gy has improved and fencing has 


regained some of its original com- 
plexity, but Hayes still feels there’s 
less “dialogue” between fencers. 
“Before electrical scoring, fencers 
had to guide the eyes of a human 
jury with their movement and 
artistry. Today’s generation is just 
interested in effectively scoring 
touches.” Hayes strives to teach stu- 
dents a synthesis of new and old 
styles. 

_ While traditionally dominated by 
men, fencing has always attracted 
women as well. “Oh, women have 
always had a sword in their hands,” 
Hayes comments. “When fencing 
actually involved dueling, women 
killed men, but the men wouldn’t 
report or record it.” 

Kate Gillis is one of many 
women students sparring with men 
at the Pacific Fencing Club. “It’s 
one sport where you can really be on 
equal ground with competitors of 
both genders,” she says. “Fencing 
isn’t about power, it’s a matter of 
skill and strategy. It’s also a lot of 
fun.” Beginning student Morris 
Wren observes that women learn to 
assume the offensive and extend 
their reach with the foil. “Men, on 
the other hand,” he says, “just start 
poking and jabbing.” @

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Volunteer tutors help inner-city kids — 
and learn a lot in the process

HILE MOST OF US 

shake our heads 

over news stories 

about school- 

budget cuts, 
overcrowded classrooms, and shrink- 
ing educational opportunities, some 
take a simple, direct approach: step- 
ping in personally to fill some of the 
gaps in the education of public- 
school students by volunteering as 
tutors. 

Darin Ow-Wing, program direc- 
tor of the English Literacy and Life 
Skills Program (ELL) in San 
Francisco’s Chinatown, says some of 
the volunteer tutors that staff his 
program “remember their own expe- 
rience, or that of their parents, of 
acculturation and helplessness as 
immigrants.” 

“Others have an interest in 
another culture,” he continues, 
“while others are undergoing their 
own cultural search. Some people 
come with an interest in teaching. 
And some people just volunteer 
because they want to do something 
good.” 

More often than not, he says, the 
volunteers keep tutoring long after 
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their initial yearlong commitment 
has ended. 

Darin himself started working as 
a tutor in the program, one of six 
run by Community Educational 
Services (CES). “It’s not a home- 
work tutorial,” he explains. “It takes 
a much more creative approach.” 

Students, many of whom are 
recent immigrants with limited 
English-language skills, begin each 
evening session discussing with their 
tutors current topics like AIDS, the 
military, the environment, and 
homosexuality. On each topic, the 
students interview a guest speaker. 


- When the discussion topic was 


homosexuality, for example, a mem- 
ber of the Gay Asian Pacific Alliance 
came to speak. Darin says this 
approach gives students far more 
than simply English-language prac- 
tice. “It exposes them to things out- 
side of Chinatown and breaks down 
prejudices.” 


CAN'T SHUT 
THEM UP 


Darin is briefing me after his 6 p.m. 
meeting with that evening’s volun- 
teers. I have fought through the 
Chinatown rush-hour traffic to the 
Commodore Stockton Elementary 
School to take my turn being inter- 
viewed by one of the groups of stu- 


dents, who were told ahead of time 
that “a reporter from the Bay 
Guardian” would be there. 

The volunteer tutor who leads 
my group is Debbie Martin. Like all 
CLL volunteers, she went through a 
month of training, then was assigned 
to a group of two or three students 
she meets with weekly for a whole 
year. I follow her into Room 1 and 
squeeze into a child-size chair. I meet 
Raymond, Jackey, and Jack, three 
high school students, who, like most 
of the other students here, have 
recently immigrated from Asia. 

Raymond’s been in the United 
States longer than the others, and 
starts out more confident, asking all 
the questions. But it’s not long 
before the other two join in, tossing 
out questions I try to answer honest- 
ly: No, I’m not exactly a reporter 
yet, just learning. No, I’m not sure 
what I plan on doing for the rest of 
my life. 

When the interview is over I take 
Debbie aside for some of my own 
questions. Debbie, an Oakland resi- 
dent and a grad student at Berkeley, 
explains that she began tutoring 
three years ago when someone at her 
job told her about the program. 
Now in her fourth year, she’s enthu- 
siastic about what she’s gained from 
the experience. “I enjoy the different 
students I’ve met. It’s really interest- 
ing to learn about their culture. And 


I see how difficult it is for them to 
be here.” 

As for the program’s effect on the 
students, she says: “The key to the 
program is the confidence it gives to 
the students. They get the ESL 
[English as a Second Language] 
methods in school and can practice 
them in an intimate, informal set- 
ting. It’s a resource for real life, 
rather than just academic.” There’s a 
special learning environment here, 
she says — that’s the reason the stu- 
dents make such significant progress: 
“Some begin the year speaking very 
little, but by the end of the year, you 
can’t shut them up.” 

After the tutoring sessions are 
over for the evening, Darin intro- 
duces me to two more volunteers, 
Kristina De Nike and Ken Wu. 
Kristina explains that, as a computer 
technician, she likes the human con- 
tact that tutoring offers. “I feel you 
need to have different parts of your 
life deal with different things. At 
work I deal with computers; here I 
can deal with people.” 

Ken first got involved with CES 
about 10 years 
ago when he was 
a student, partici- 
pating in its

together on homework assignments, 
the students and tutors often develop 
friendships that go far beyond arith- 
metic and grammar. 

Over the phone, Ethel Newlin, 
the executive director, explains that 
most of her students are elementary 
and middle-school students, mostly 
“Latino, Southeast Asian, and 
African American.” 

“The main purpose of this pro- 
gram,” she says, “is to help kids stay 
in school, graduate, and become pro- 
ductive citizens.” The volunteers — 
from all different backgrounds, “col- 
lege, high school, middle school, 
working, retired” — are recruited 
“through outreach, listing with the 
volunteer and community center, 
any way we can, basically.” She 
invites me to come to St. John’s 
Church any afternoon Monday 
through Thursday, when the tutor- 
ing sessions meet. 

Entering the sanctuary at St. 
John’s, I see clusters of tutors and 
students, some seated right in the 
church pews, others at tables and 
desks, hunched over school text- 
books and note- 
books. Although I 
am interrupting, I

At the next table, tutor Julie 
Goodnough, a dancer and a student 
at San Francisco’s New College of 
California, says she started tutoring 
at St. John’s only recently, “to learn 
to work with kids at the elementary 
level.” But the program, she says, is 
“not just about academics; it’s 
another home.” Working here has 
given her an idea for sharing her 
training in modern dance, ballet, 
and creative dance with these stu- 
dents — she’s thinking about start- 
ing a dance program at St. John’s. 

Later I meet Joseph Savage, an 
actor with Intersection Theater, 
who’s already made a similar move. 
Starting as a volunteer in the home- 
work tutorial program, he went from 
there to initiating a theater group, 
“Fresh Kids,” at St. John’s. 

“T’ve been doing this for two 
years now,” Savage says. “It’s an out- 
let for your nurturing and creative 
side. There’s also a lot of fulfillment 
with it — I feel a sort of responsibili- 
ty as far as changing the world.

In a blur of motion, she has 
gouged him in the eyes, flipped him 
off her body, and sent four swift, 
hard kicks to his head, knocking him 
out. Panting, she stands up and 
shouts, “Look! Assess! No! 9-1-1!” 

A group of 15 women around her 
clap and cheer. 

This is Bay Area Model Mugging 
— BAMM — a women’s defense 
class, and she has just successfully 
knocked out her assailant. 

“If every woman took this class, 
the world would change dramatical- 
ly,” said student Laura Marguglio 
after class. She said she was “some-

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one who had always been able to 
take care of myself,” but after a “lit- 
tle scuffle with an old boyfriend,” 
she began to rethink her assump- 
tions. “Then I went to a Model 
Mugging graduation and I was so 
inspired. I sat here and cried.” 

According to most recent statis- 
tics, one of every three women will 
be raped during her adult life. This 
chilling fact corresponds to a level of 
societal terrorism and violence so 
intense it’s difficult to absorb. Every 
woman knows the way fear can crawl 
up her neck at the mere sound of 
unknown footsteps running behind 
her. Far too many women live with 
memories of rape or assault. 

Part of the process each student 
goes through in a BAMM/Impact 
class is realizing her own power to 
counter this reality. The course takes 
the fear women live with and com- 
bines it with the power we have to 
strike back. 

Matt Thomas, who originated the

model-mugging technique, became 
convinced some special self-defense 
training was necessary for women 
after the brutal rape of a black-belt 
female colleague. Twenty years later, 
Bay Area Model Mugging is a 
woman-owned and -operated orga- 
nization that has developed a course 
specifically geared to teaching 
women to fight off attacks. 

BAMM works from the aware- 
ness that women are especially vul- 
nerable to attack, both because they 
are socialized not to strike back and 
because they are typically attacked in 
certain ways — for example, when 
they are in bed or after they have 
been knocked down. The course is a 
combination of informal drama ther- 
apy and training in specific self- 
defense techniques. 

The courses are pricey — around 
$495 for the five five-hour classes — 
and most of the students are white. 
BAMM tries to make the classes

SF training center helps women take the lead 
in the technology revolution

N 1980, WHEN Deborah 

Brecher asked computer com- 

panies to donate PCs to her 

new computer-training pro- 

gram for women, the universal 
answer was: “No. Women don’t 
buy computers.” Now, 12 years 
later, after training 6,000 students 
at the school she founded, Brecher 
has seen that with gender-appropri- 
ate training, women can not only 
buy, but use, understand, and even 
like the machines that have become 
the backbone of business. 

Brecher’s school, the Women’s 
Computer Literacy Center in 
downtown San Francisco, offers 
woman-centered computer classes 
for professional groups and individ- 
uals. Brecher founded the school in 
late 1972, when she saw that com- 
puters were going to be the wave of 
the future and suspected that 
women could be left behind. 

“There was high unemployment 
at that time,” she explains. “I could 
see that in the future, knowing how 
to use computers would be a critical 
issue and that people who couldn’t 
use computers would be unemploy- 
able.” She feared the computer 
classes then available, mostly taught 
by men, wouldn’t be effective in 


helping women take the lead in the 


new technology. “I wanted to be 
sure women in offices were among 
the first to be [computer] literate so 
that they could participate in the 
design of the office systems.” 

At that time, when most small 
businesses still relied on typewriters, 
Brecher was using a computer for 
her women’s movement networking 
project, the National Women’s 
Mailing List. She recalls lugging her 
big old Radio Shack computer to 
conferences and meetings, where 
she would invite women to type in 
their addresses and select the kind 
of mail they wanted to get. Women 
responded to the computer with a 
mixture of curiosity, fear, and feel- 
ings of inadequacy. 

Those experiences, and that of 
teaching a co-ed computer class at 
Sonoma State College, convinced 
Brecher that an organization like 
the Women’s Computer Literacy 
Center was needed. “At Sonoma 
State, I taught the way I had 
learned: rule-based, immediately 
hands-on,” she recalls. “It was 
somewhat unwillingly that I noticed 
that women reacted differently to 
the computers than the men did. 
The men would just start hitting 
the keys, but the women were afraid 
of breaking the machines and wait- 
ed for instruction.” 

From her observations and con- 


versations with women about com- 
puters, Brecher developed a curricu- 
lum and teaching method based on 
women’s learning styles. She found 
that women wanted a more holistic 
approach to the subject, so she 
started classes with big-picture 
instruction on what a computer is, 
what it can do, and how it works, 
before giving her students hands-on 
time. Rather than pile on technical 
jargon, she presented the material as 
an extension of knowledge students, 
already had. 

Over the years, the classes have 
evolved somewhat, but the center 
still teaches the same basic curricu- 
lum. Teachers show students that if 
they are familiar with the household 
thermostat, they already know 
something about computers; if 
they've read a recipe card or any 
other set of instructions, they have a 
jump on understanding programs 
and data.

The tour of the computer begins on 
the first morning of the center’s two- 
day classes. The women are led 
through a comprehensive explo- 
ration of the machine, from an 
introduction to electromagnetism to

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BASHING 
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more accessible by offering a modest 
scholarship program. Low-income 
women can also get grants from out- 
side organizations like On Your 
Side, a nonprofit group that funds 
self-defense classes for women. 

During the five-week course, each 
woman learns to knock out an 
attacker and acts out numerous 
defense techniques on a mugger. 
The methods seem to work: 
BAMM’s follow-up records show 
that of every 50 graduates who 
report being attacked, 48 either 
knocked out, disabled, or deterred 
their attackers. More than 100 
women reported that they had suc- 
cessfully “de-escalated” a poten- 
tial attack by using the tech- 
niques and confidence they 
gained in class. Only two report- 
ed that they had submitted to an 
attack. 

Co-taught by a man and a 
woman, a Model Mugging class 
is an amazingly supportive envi- 
ronment. Every student shares a 
considerable amount about her 
past, and her fears. The class 
always begins with discussion, 
then moves to defense tech- 
niques. 

At times, the male instructor 
puts on an outfit of pads, guards, 
and a huge helmet and simulates 
an attack on a student. He looks 
like a linebacker from hell. The 
class I witnessed was the fourth 
out of five, so the muggings were 
“full force” and frighteningly 
real. They were hard to watch. 

But these women, some tiny, 
some middle-aged, some appar- 
ently very shy, were all able to put 
out an unreal amount of force. They 
convinced me of their ability to 
knock out any attacker. With each 
student’s successful KO, the mem- 
bers of the class became elated with 
the same realization. They watched 
the most frightening scenes a woman 
can imagine, and got to witness the 
individual power of each person to 


“bash back” — also bashing, in the 
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process, the stereotype of woman as 
victim. 

During the class, many women 
commented that they didn’t want to 
feel fear anymore — they felt it 
would inhibit them. But Cori 
Couture, the dynamo female instruc- 
tor, responded: “Fear is fine. It is our 
friend. When we move the fear out 
of us and at the attacker, it has amaz- 
ing energy and power. Fear doesn’t 
have to paralyze. It can add to your 
strength and defense.” 

Cori kept a close eye on each stu- 
dent. Like a referee at a wrestling 
match, she was down on the floor 
during the muggings, carefully mon- 
itoring the scene. She watches, not 
only the actions of the students, but

also their emotional states. During 
one of the simulations, the woman 
begins to cry as the “mugger” lies on 
top of her. 


“It’s OK,” Cori says soothingly. 
“You are in the present now. Don’t 
go back in time. Stay here. It’s OK. 
You know what to do. Open your 
eyes. Wait for an opening. There 
will be an opening.” The student 


waits, then, with a few powerful 
movements, successfully knocks the 
“mugger” out. 

“Model Mugging is a very good 
program, but it’s not right for every- 
one,” says Melanie Boyd, direct-ser- 
vices coordinator of Women Against 
Rape. “If a woman has been raped 
recently, the class would be too trau- 
matic for her. It’s a very intense 
class.” 

Cori Couture echoed this senti- 
ment. “Women who are in abusive 
situations should not take the class,” 
she said. “They should get them- 
selves out of that situation as soon as 
possible, then take the class later. If a 
woman has been assaulted recently, 
it’s not a good thing for her. I don’t 
want to put a time limit on it, 
though. If it feels recent to her, 
it’s probably too recent for her 
to be in a class like this. You 
need to have a sense of your life 
back first.” 

After the mugging simula- 
tions, the class sat in a circle and 
participants described how they 
were feeling. Most said the same 
things: strong, triumphant, vic- 
torious, and sore. 

In our talk after class, Laura 
Marguglio said the class would 
- be important, not just in a 
potential attack, but 
also in her day-to-day 
life. “I now know my 
capabilities and my 
boundaries,” she said. 
“I have watched myself 
fight back and know 
my power. I don’t have 
to be in denial about 
the safety women don’t have in 
this society.” 

“T have two daughters,” she 
added. “I want them to know all this 
too. And I coach girls’ softball — 
I'm the only woman coach. Now I 
know I’m going to be able to stand 
my ground and yell at the umps.” @

the difference between RAM and 
ROM to the role of bits and bytes. 
They get to know their way around 
the computer’s physical layout. 
Hardware, software, central process- 
ing units, monitors, disk drives, and 
keyboards are all just parts of the 
tool. 

By the time the students type 
their first keystrokes, they under- 
stand the machine in front of them. 

The two-day computer-literacy 
classes go on to teach participants 
the basics of word processing, 
spreadsheets, and database use. 
Other classes go into more depth 
with the WordPerfect word process- 
ing program or the Lotus 1-2-3 
number-crunching application. 

Classes are small — a maximum 
of nine students — held in the Flood 
Building downtown, in comfortable 
rooms decorated with pictures on 
the walls and a display of the guts 
and shell of a dismantled computer. 
Heidi Steele, who teaches the classes, 
encourages them to talk about any 
anxieties they may have about new 
technology. “Once people feel com- 
fortable and realize they can get it, 
they change,” Steele says. “They tell

jokes and realize that this is fun after 
all.” 

The students, who are mostly — 
but not all — women, are diverse in 
age and background. Many women 
who come to the center are recent 


arrivals to the Bay Area from other’ 


parts of the country, where Brecher 
observes computer literacy doesn’t 
seem to be as crucial as it is on the 
West Coast. Some of the students 
had careers in the East or Midwest, 
then came to San Francisco and 
found they couldn’t get jobs in their 
field without a knowledge of com- 
puters. 

Other women have had defeating 
experiences with impatient 
boyfriends or husbands trying to 
teach them to use computers. 
Women returning to work after tak- 
ing time out for child-rearing and 
professionals who want to improve 
their skills also join the classes. 

Steele, who taught Chinese and 
martial arts before coming to the 
Women’s Computer Literacy 
Center, understands what it is like to 
feel uncomfortable in the world of 
computers. She was introduced to 
computers in junior high school, 
when she was placed in front of a 
computer with no instruction or 
background. She knew computers 
were supposed to be smart, so she 
typed in “Hi, my name is Heidi.” 
When the computer gave her back a

Perhaps the most compelling testi- 
mony I hear for the program comes 
not from the tutors, but from 
Denise, a single mother whose son 
Sean has been coming to the St. 
John’s homework tutorial program 
for two years. 

She tells me Sean was always in 
the gifted program in elementary 
school, but started getting poor 
grades once he entered junior high. 
St. John’s, however, has made ail the 
difference in the world, she says, and 
Sean’s tutor, Jay, has done more 
than help raise Sean’s grades: “Sean’s 
best friend is his tutor,” Denise says. 
“He admires him. He’s like a big 
brother.” 

Jay, she says, has been able to 
help out with some of the problems 
that started to crop up as Sean grew 
older: “There comes a time when 
kids begin to know more than you 
do. The things that I don’t under- 
stand, [Jay] does.” 

These things may be difficult 
homework assignments or brochures 
on high schools. Jay was familiar 
with local high schools, so he played 
an important role in helping Sean 
and Denise choose a school. 

Denise says Jay’s involvement has 
helped her learn some things as well. 
Jay has taken it on himself to attend 
Sean’s school’s open house; that 
encouraged Denise to stay closer to 
Sean’s teachers and administrators. 
“To have someone not even related 
to my son take such an interest in 
him, it keeps me on my toes,” she 
says. “Now I make it a point to go 
to all Sean’s school functions and to 
just be available at all times. I don’t 
feel like I’m alone in this. He gives 
me an extra boost. 

“Jay has been a very important 
part of our lives in the past year and 


a half.” @

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standard error message, she ran from 
the room crying. 

It has been helpful for her as a 
teacher to stand on the side of the 
students, not on the side of the 
“computer nerds,” she says. Like 
many of the students, “I came at this 
through being a user, not a comput- 
er programmer.” 

Brecher, who continues to 
administer the center from her home 
in Sonoma County, says she hopes 
that the center’s work will give 
women access not just to low-level 
data-entry jobs, but also to directing 
and shaping technology and its use. 
“T believe in democracy in the work- 
place,” she says. “I hope that in the 
long range, this type of work will 
help keep women out of another 
pink-collar ghetto. 

“All of the fairly high level jobs 
for the people who manage the net- 
works are still being given to men.

These are jobs that are trained on the 
job, so how come 50 percent of the 
time they don’t pick women?” 

Brecher does see the computer 
world changing to accommodate 
women, however. Most computer 
manuals, for example, were once seg- 
mented lists of isolated instructions. 
Now, like the holistic curriculum 
Brecher developed, the manuals tend 
to take a hypothetical problem and 
show how to solve it. 

In the past few years, Brecher has 
taken several trips to Germany, 
where she’s found whole computer- 
training schools for women prepar- 
ing for high-tech careers. The cours- 
es in these German academies, she 
found, use many of the same meth- 
ods she developed for the Women’s 
Computer Literacy Center. “When 
you talk to women, it becomes obvi- 
ous what will work,” she explains. 

The center has a definite view- 
point on the kind of literacy it is try- 
ing to promote: an understanding 
that can be of long-range value, that 
will help students work with confi- 
dence in a technical world. 

“When you are literate,” Brecher 
says, “you feel self-sufficient. You 
can pick up a computer manual and 
learn from it. You can explore a new 
program and begin to understand it. 
You don’t necessarily have all the 
knowledge you'll ever need, but you 
have the tools to get it.” @

+ Music for All of Us - 
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the Tupelo hillbilly truck driver to 
rest was amply demonstrated during 
this past presidential election year 
when the Republicans and 
Democrats presented us with a 
choice between “Elvis economics” 
and the Arkansas “young Elvis” 
(Perot had a more natural affinity for 
the IRS-plagued Willie Nelson), and 
the Postal Service held its own 
plebiscite between the lean and the 
demeaned. 

Graceland continues to be a 
mecca for even the most sardonic, 
cynical, and critical observers of 
American life. On a single day in 
1992, the mansion/museum wel- 
comed Eric Weisbard, Ann Powers, 
and Tom Waits. Actually, I’m not 
sure how welcome Mr. Waits and 
his family were that day. During an 
interview at Rinehardt’s Truck Stop 
in Petaluma last summer (for 
Pulse!), in a voice that sounded like 
the bumper of a 52 Ford pickup 
dragging on a gravel driveway, the 
reclusive singet-songwriter told me 
about his adventure: 

“Thad to pull away from the 
crowd about halfway through. My 
little boy said, ‘Hey, why don’t we 
dig him up and take his teeth out and 
make a necklace.’ A lot of people on 
the tour act like they’re seeing the 
place where Christ lived and they 
don’t like to hear things like that. 
But I got a kick out of it.” 

Waits, who professes an insa- 
tiable appetite for “two-headed 
cows, the three-headed baby, and all 
that stuff,” did get a little freaked by 
one thing: “There was a bullet hole 
in the swing set where his kid used 
to play. I didn’t like that, that was a 
little rough. A bullet hole in the 
slide. The trip was a little rough that 
way. 

“But I was glad I went, ona real 
sick level. If you have your own lit- 
tle understanding of the mythology 
of it, and you know what it means to 
you, then it can’t crack that, you 
can’t put a hole through that.” 

The mythology that Waits has 
tried to create in his own music over 
the years, through a neo-boho per- 
sona bent over a drink and cigarette 
at closing time, hanging out back- 
stage in a seedy nightclub witha 
stripper in pasties and G-string, 
growling through a megaphone 
about Frank’s Wild Years, hasn’t 
always rung true. But his relocation 
to Northern California, his fascina- 
tion with the sounds of rusted-out 
farm machinery, his long hiatus 
from recording a studio album of 
new songs, and maybe even his 
Tuminations about Presley-ania, 
seem to have sharpened his song- 
writer’s ability to simultaneously 
echo and deconstruct the American 
cultural landscape, without the pro- 
cess necessarily hinging ona single 
affected character. At least that’s 
what makes Bone Machine (Island) 
the album I found most compelling 
in 1992. It sounds like one of those 
1940s cartoons where the ribs of the 
skeleton become a marimba, only 

now the skeleton is the United 
States. Or maybe it’s Elvis. 

I confess that a combination of 
the passing years and the “critical 
distance” has made me even more 
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isolated in my intimate relationship 
with rock and pop culture; that my 
“big moments” of each year tend to 
be increasingly personal and unre- 
producible for most other people — 
like listening to a cassette of Bone 
Machine in my car in the rain, three 
months before its release and 55 
minutes before chugging coffee 
with Waits, or walking through a 
Louisiana bayou by moonlight, lis- 
tening to Cajun accordion genius 
Marc Savoy recount stories about 
growing up on this, his grandfa- 
ther’s land. 

But the essence of those experi- 
ences is, I believe, universal. It takes 
on greater social import when it’s 
accessed by greater numbers of peo- 
ple at the same specific point of ref- 
erence. For me, music is the point, 
and I’ve always found discussions 
of “good years” and “bad years” to 
be beside the point. Even with the 
passing of so many giants in 1992 
— including but not limited to John 
Cage, tango nueva maestro Astor 
Piazzolla, jazz drummer Ed Black- 
well, blues stalwarts Willie Dixon, 
Albert King, and Troyce Key, and 
Flying Fish Records founder Bruce 
Kaplan — it was a year brimming 
with musical life. My own Best of 
*92 is anything but the last word. 
But these highlights didn’t resonate 
in a vacuum. Other people heard 
them. Other people were there. 
Maybe Elvis too.

POP-ULISM

JOR ME, THE Billboard music 
charts were probably the most 
significant cultural object of 
1992. Honestly. In March, that 
meant Garth, Nirvana, Wayne's 
World/Queen, Ugly Kid Joe’s 
“Everything About You,” and the 
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relative failures of Hammer and 
Michael Jackson. July brought Billy 
Ray Cyrus, Arrested Development, 
Kriss Kross, Tom Cochrane’s “Life 
Is a Highway,” and the relative fail- 
ures of Bruce Springsteen and Wil- 
son Phillips. October included Boyz 
II Men’s “End of the Road” topping 
the record set by “Don’t Be Cruel” 
for weeks at No. 1 on the singles 
chart, Pearl Jam, Eric Clapton, and 
the relative failures of Bobby Brown 
and Public Enemy. Staring at the 
Bay Guardian’s Dec. 19 issue, I note 
Mary J. Blige, Brooks and Dunn, an 
ungainly number of Xmas albums, 
“Rump Shaker” by Wreckx-N- : 
Effect, and the relative failures of ‘ 
Prince and Madonna. 

Pretty mainstream stuff. But 
1992 was the year we pinned our 
hopes to the mainstream, wasn’t it? 
My roommate figured she’d rather 
vote for George Clinton or Bush- 
wick Bill, but most of us did more 
than hold our noses when we went 
to the polls. We dared to fantasize 
that a change at the center of things 
might hold out a promise for those 
on the margins, that a shift in the 
definition of conventional could 
free up the unconventional. 

Were we wrong? Time will tell. 
But let’s look at music, which is 
often a beat ahead of politics. The 
most mainstream and popular per- i 
former of 1992 was undoubtedly 
Garth Brooks, who on Dec. 19 could 
boast four albums in the Top 40, 
with total sales at 32 millionand ff 
climbing. (That’s copies, not dol- 
lars.) Here’s what Mr. Middle-of- 
the-Road told Billboard on Sept. 26, 
1992: 

“A lot of ignorant people are in 
the spotlight and they say traditional 
family values area father, mother, {| 
two-three children, June and Ward 
out on the lawn. That’s bullshit. Tra- 
ditional family values are happiness 
and laughing your ass off with your 
children [regardless of whether] 
your parents are two people of the 
same sex, if your parents are black 
and white, if your parents are one 
woman or one man.” 

To me, this says more than that 
Garth Brooks, like Bill Clinton, 
tumed out to have a better nose for 
the political center than George 
Bush. It’s an imperative to all cul- 
ture-watchers: Retain your capacity 
for surprise. Don’t assume that the 
acceptable must be staid and unim- 
portant. You can learn from the 
same sources most people are learn- 
ing from. It’ll even do you good. 

Viewed from this perspective, 
1992 was jammed with revelation. 
After Nirvana, record companies 
decided that punk rock could be 
trusted; the logjam on new bands 
being signed and promoted by 
major labels finally broke down. 
Where, previously, “alternative” 
acts were encouraged to “clean up” 
their sound, the new corporate poli- 
cy was to stress edgy production: 
Steve Albini, who will produce the 
next Nirvana and P.J. Harvey 
albums, need never reform Big 
Black — he’s rich already. 

Similarly, in country music, the 
taboo against rock, which dated 
back to Elvis, was utterly swept

aside. Billy Ray Cyrus’ “Achy 
Breaky Heart” was probably less _ 
significant here than the fact that 
Cyrus covered Led Zeppelin in con- 
’ certs. Country stars dived into the 
pop process as though an appear- 
ance on Arsenio Hall (where a dis- 
pute between Cyrus and Travis Tritt 
was mediated) was normal for red- 
neck twang. And they were reward- 
ed: by October, 16 of the nation’s 
top 60 albums were country. 

A similar process took place in 
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black pop three or four years ago, 
when rap and hip hop production 
styles became an integral part of 
R&B. One could also point to the 
fusions between metal, punk, indus- 
trial, techno, and the like — “hard” 


music, Billboard calls it. Essentially, * 


the long-entrenched taboos that stul- 
tified pop music for all of the 1980s 
have suddenly dropped away. It’s 
amazing. 

Of course, what all of these 
developments revealed — the cul- 
tural trend of 1992 — was the 
arrival of post-baby boomers as the 
central actors in pop culture. Old 
taboos fell away because young 
people couldn’t be bothered with 
them. After all, as Generation X, or 
more specifically as hip hoppers, 
slackers, riot grrrls, and queers, we 
incorporate notions of racial, cultur- 
al, gender, and sexual difference — 
ideas that an earlier generation bat- 
tled to institutionalize but we’ ve 
grown up with — into our very iden- 
tity. 

Marginal subcultures continue to 
emerge — Pavement, the white rock 
critics’ darlings of the year, are 
about as insular as a great band can 
get. But then you have grunge, and 
what about Arrested Development? 
They joined rap to its sharecropper 
heritage, united genders and genera- 
tions onstage in “Everyday People,” 
and connected with a multiracial 
audience — a platinum-size pop 
audience. The margins finding the 
center, becoming the center; that 
was a key story of 1992 as well. We 
shouldn’t neglect it.

MORRIS IS 
THE MAN

FTER THE COLOSSAL disappoint- 

ment of the recent Twyla 

Tharp/Mikhail Baryshnikov 

concert — Tharp looked like 
an aging Martha Graham with 


biceps, needing to be surrounded by 
a bevy of good-looking men — 
Mark Morris is it for me as Dancer 
of the Year. Not because he is going 
to lead dance into a brave new world 
— prophets are not to be trusted in 
my book — but because he is so 
(dare I say it?) old-fashioned. He’s a 
throwback, a showman, a traveling 
salesman of dance. Bathing in the 
spotlight, at home in the exploding 
black box of the stage, he presents 
spectacles, and he does it his way. 

During the month of November 
we had ample opportunity to get a 
look at this tousle-haired Seattleite 
(by way of New York, Brussels and, 
now, all over). It started with Mor- 
ris’ choreography for The Death of 
Klinghoffer, the John Adams/Peter 
Sellars opus at the San Francisco 
Opera, continued with a Morris 
symposium at Berkeley, and ended 
with Morris’ own company taking 
over Zellerbach Hall, which had 
been sold out for weeks. December 
finally brought the KQED broadcast 
of Morris’ swan song for Brussels, 
The Hard Nut, which he may have 
thrown at Brussels just for good 
measure (they had hated everything 
else he had done during his three- 
year stint there). Rather surprising- 
ly, Brussels loved this adaptation of 
the Tchaikovsky classic. 

It is not an easy nut to crack if 
you have grown up with the sugar- 
plum Nutcracker. Fortunately I 
haven’t. To be sure, Morris puts it 
on pretty thick, particularly in the 
ensemble numbers with men and 
women wobbling on pointe like 
something out of Les Ballets Tro- 
cadero. But what he does makes 
sense, pulling together two tradi- 
tions — the drag queen and the tra- 
dition in ballet where men play 
women’s roles. The housekeeper, a 
gawkily thin Craig Patterson, all 
angles and joints, is brilliant; s/he 
looks an ostrich dragged in from 
Fantasia. And to make a Busby 
Berkeley extravaganza out of “The 
Waltz of the Flowers,” with Mrs. 
Stahlbaum (Peter Wing Healey) 
whipping her plant garden into a 
geometric frenzy like some mad 
Queen of Spades, was just inspired. 
At the same time Drosselmeyer and 
his nephew, mirror images of each 
other, are cavaliers as suave and ele- 
gant as you expect in a ballet. Morris 
has a ball, a very musical ball, with — 
the tradition, and so do we. 

But Morris can also be serious, as 
he was in The Death of Klinghoffer, 
where his choreography under- 
scored and amplified the unsayable, 
the stuff that goes on between the 
lines. His roaming dancers spelled 
out what the music implied. At the 
beginning of the second act, dancers 
perform the story of the exiled 
Hagar and Ishmael wandering in the 
desert. Stark and simple, these soli- 
tary figures eloquently capture the 
feeling of exile — the Jewish exile, 
and the modern Palestinian one. 

Toward the end, Marilyn 
Klinghoffer in a plaintive solo 
recalls her experiences with the 
medical profession — an ironic 
moment because we know that her 
husband is being killed at that very 
instant. The turbulence in the 
orchestra hints at it, and a dancing

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double or guardian spirit behind her 
leaves no doubt. In both instances 
Morris held back, using spare, 
unequivocal, emotionally powerful 
language. 

A Morris concert ranges from the 
somber to the hilarious. You leave 
dazzled and exhausted, so eclectic 
are his choices, musical and choreo- 
graphic. His approach to movement 
and prodigious understanding of 
music are breathtaking (“I always 
start with the music,” he says). I 
revel in his full-bodied embracing of 
theatricality and above all in his 
totally irreverent approach to a 
dance tradition that pulses so visibly 
through his work. Whether it is 
voguing, Bharata Natyam, Fred 
Astaire, or Petipas, he’s thought 
about it. To play homage to the past 
even while toying with it is no mean 
feat; it keeps you glued to your seat 
while your mind races all over the 
place. And Morris always knows 
where he wants a piece to go. The 
casual surface is controlled by a 
strict formality that binds his 
dancers like a spiderweb. No won- 
der audiences eat it up; this is a clas- 
sicist in sneakers. 

Yet for all my enthusiasm, it 
remains tinged with unease. Not 
ouch, but it’s there. Call it an early 
case of fin de siécle malaise that 
whispers that it can’t be all that good 
when times are that rotten. Or it may 
simply be outright snobbery that 
fears being hornswoggled: he can’t 
be that good if he has become that 
popular. The artist, after all, is sup- 
posed to be the outsider, not lionized 
in Time magazine. 

What keeps me squirming are his 
visual puns. He loves them, and he 
packs them in whenever he can. It’s 
one reason why he uses vocal music 
so much. Sometimes he does so to 
great emotional effect, but some- 
times he’s just too cute and clever. 

Going Away Party, set to the 
music of Bob Wills and His Texas 
Playboys, is a raucous takeoff on 
teenage dance parties of the 50s, 
replete with bouncy bobby-sox 
skirts and homy guys. It’s a real 
meat market, where girls go after the 
guys and vice versa, each deter- 
mined to outstrut the other. At one 
point the lyrics go something like 
“lips to lips,” at which point the 
women end up with their crotches in 
the guys’ faces. When I first saw 
that section I thought it was pure 
Rabelais and just hilarious. The sec- 
ond time it looked rather silly. As 
did a section when three perfectly 
aligned guys hoisted up their balls to 
do you-know-what against the back 
wall. 

In the “Incarnatus” section of 
Gloria, a much earlier work, a body 
literally gets dumped from the 
wings onto the stage. That human 
body hitting the floor like piece of

earth struck me as daring and obvi- danced upa 
ously sacrilegious, yet the second storm. 
time around I thought that maybe it 
was simply a bad case of trying to

shock an audience. And I don’t 
think it was because the element of 
surprise was gone; the image was 
just too thin to maintain resonance. 
But whatever my reservations, 
Morris is The Man for the time 


being. Despite the silliness and his 
love to épater les bourgeois, he is an 
immensely gifted artist. And it’s his 
baby all the way, every time. 
Besides, he keeps me looking, 
thinking, and writing. @

LEAP OF FAITH 

Touring con artist/evangelist Steve Mar- 
tin’s like his sequined jacket — all glitz 
—and both he and manager Debra 
Winger really have his act together in 
heating up cold audiences via her off- 
stage audio prompts. When their bus 
breaks down in rustic Rustwater, 
Kansas (watching Martin talk a totally 
impervious ticket-waving cop into 
being utterly pervious is a riot), he 
meets and falls for scam-immune wait- 
ress Lolita Davidovich, while Winger 
does ditto with nonbelieving local sher- 
iff Liam Neeson.

It's New Year's Eve 1982. Six men and 
women in fishnet stockings and can- 
can skirts muddle their way through the 
finale of an inept musical revue, to the 
non-amusement of their veddy elegant 
audience.

Robin Williams firmly believes in his toy- 
maker father's credo that for playthings 
to work, work should be fun, and the 
opening scenes of Barry Levinson’s 
movie are a whimsical delight.

Michael Gambon, is shot from a differ- 
ent cannon, and when he’s conscripted 
into the family firm, he’s appalled by his 
nephew’s philosophy, his doll-dothes- 
wearing niece Joan Cusack, not to 
mention the happy workers who actu- 
ally enjoy their jobs. Before you can say 
“War Games,” he’s brought in soldier 
son LL Cool J (why he’s black is never 
explained) to harass the employees, 
then transforms the factory into a 
munitions plant that turns out toy-sized 
weaponry and lethal video games.
